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ABRAMS, HEWITT | 
ON THE GOAL STAKE 


Says the Situation Does Not 
Permit of Arbitration. 


Claims of the Mine Workers 
Union, He Declares, Are Con- 
trary to the Principles of 
Free Government—Rec- 
ommends Legislation.

BAR HARBOR, Maine, Aug. 25.—Abram 
8S. Hewitt, when asked to-day whether he 
did not consider that arbitration was the 
only means remaining which might end the 
anthracite coal strike, and if he did not 
think it an equitable solution of the dif- 
ficulty, said: 

“You ask whether the time 
rived for arbitration in order to end the 
coal strike in the anthracite region. I think 
the time has arrived when the plain truth 
should be told as well to the striking min- 
ers as to the public from some recognized 
advocate of trad bene- 
ficial agencies for the improvement of the 
condition of workingmen. 

“For a quarter of a century I have uni- 
formly maintained the right and the duty 
of association, both on the part of employ- 
ers and employes. Such organizations, how- 
ever, must be for lawful purposes, and 
must look to the accomplishment of re- 
sults founded on justice. When claims are 
made contrary to the fundamental condi- 
tions upon which society is founded they 
must be resisted at all hazards. 

“T am quite clear that the claims of Mr. 
Mitchell and the organization over which he 
presides are in contravention of the prin- 
ciples of free government and of the rights 
of the men to earn their living in any law- 
ful way withoutinterference from organ- 
ized labor or organized capital. 

“The unhappy controversy now existing 
is not based upon amy reasonable claim 
which labor can make for shorter hours or 
better wages. It is true that Mr. Mitchell 
alleces this to be the object of the strike, 
but as a immatter of fact it is notorious that 
the real object is to secure the recognition 
ef his National organization as an author- 
ity entitled to decide upon the rates of 
Weoges and the e of labor in the 
coal fields wherever situated. 

THE RIGHT TO LABOR. 

If this demand be conceded, it will not 
be possible for any man not holding a union 
card to secure employment in the coal 
fields. This will amount to a denial of the 
right of every man his labor in a 
free. market The concession of this de- 
mand wili make Mr. Mitchell the dictator 
of the al business and put him in control 
of votes 1ough to decide the next Presi- 
deitial election. : 

“The right to labor is inherent in every 
buman being, and cannot be surrendered 
Without the sacrifice of individual liberty 
aod of private property, It therefore cun- 
rot be arbitrated any more than the rig! 
of a man to his own home if it shal 
claimed an outsider who proffers arbi- 
tration. An offer of arbitration is always 
attractive, but there are many things which 
cannot be submitted to arbitration, and 
among them none is so important to the 
working man as the right to sell his labor 
in a free market The operators cannot 
vield this point without being disloyal to | 
the owners of the property, and to the 
workmen who carry on the operations. 

“It would be far better to abandon the 
business of mining anthracite coal than to 
concede the demand for any man or set of 
men to deny the rights of employment and 
of labor upon which the whole structure of 
free government is founded, and to which j; 
this country owes phenomenal progress. In 
my judgment, therefore, the operators are 
only doing their plain duty in declining to 
arbitrate a question which is in the domain 
of conscience and involves the personal 
Hberty of individual, 

“The only solution of 
Mr. Mitchell to order the strike off with- 
out delay. When t is done, if there be 
grievances to be arbitrated, they will be 
promptly adjusted between the local oper- j 
ators and local unions. The right of asso- 
ciation is not in question. This is admit- 
ted by both employers and employes. 
What is denied, and properly so, is the 
power by the issue of union cards to re- 
fuse employment to non-union men, and 
thus condemn them to ostracism, starva- 
tion, and death. Such a result is abhorrent 
to justice and is fatal to personal liberty. 

MINE OWNERS’ OBLIGATIONS. 

“It is claimed in some quarters and al- 
leged to be the general opinion that the op- 
erators ought to resume work without re- 
gard to the menacing conditions with which 
the anthracite mines are 
rounded. Such a position does not 
to me to be reasonable. As the 
property the operators undoubtedly 
duty to the community, 
great loss from the scarcity of fuel. The 
right of private property, guaranteed by 
the Constitution, is always subject to the 
underlying principle that it is to be so used 
as not to damage society. 

“Any claim of the operators, therefore, 
that they can do with their own as they 
see fit does not rest upon a sound founda- 
tion. If, however, in the recognition of 
their duty to the public they are compelled 
to respect ot! fundamental conditions 
equally if not more important to the pub- 
lic welfare they would be false to their 
duty if they should yield to clamor and 
pressure from those who have not carefully 
considered the consequences of such action, 

“There is a principle more important 
than the obligation of private property to 
subordinate itself to the general welfare. 
The demand of any man or set of men, not 
occupying public office, to decide upon the 
conditions upon which labor shall seek its 
living and to make it subject to a license 
from irresponsible leaders, whether repre- | 
senting capital or labor, if in effect a claim 
to the power of life and death and can 
never be conceded without a base surren- 
der of duty to greed. 

“The coal operators, therefore, are not 
fighting so much for the control of their 
own property as for the right of the citi- 
zen to labor where he may find employ-

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ULTIMATUM TO SYRACUSE. 


Ambassador White Will Divert His Art 
Collection if Statue to His 
Cousin Is Not Completed. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Aug. 25.—Andrew 
D. White, United States Ambassador to 
Germany, has written a letter to Dr. Com- 
fort, head of the Syracuse Museum of Fine 
Arts, stating that he had intended to be- 
queath his valuable collection of paintings 
and other art treasures to the Museum, but 
that he had lately learned that the com- 
mittee in charge of the erection of a mon- 
ument to the late Hamilton S. White had 
done practically nothing in the matter and 
that therefore he had changed his plans. 

The people of Syracuse subscribed about 
$12,000 for a monument to Hamilton S&S. 
White, a cousin of the Ambassador, who 
was known as the “ Volunteer Fire Chief,’’ 
and who met death two years ago while at- 
tending a fire. It is understood that the 
committee having the matter in charge 
have awarded the contract for the monu- 


ment, but that actual work on the statue 
has not commenced. Ambassador White 
says that unless he is assured at once that 
work on the monument will be pressed to 
early completion he will add a codicil to his 
will leaving his art treasures to Yale, Har- 
vard, and Cornell. 

Members of the committee state to-night 
that Ambassador White has been misin- 
formed, and that everything possible has 
been done. 


BROOKLYN GIRLS’ INJURY. 


Fannie and Mary Biden Seriously Hurt 
by a Runaway at Saratoga.

SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 25.—Miss Fannie 
Biden of 871 Union Street, Brooklyn, who 
for several weeks has been a guest at 
Congress Hall, was probably fatally in- 
jured on South Broadway, near Circular 
Street, this morning. Accompanied by her 
sister, Miss Mary Biden, with whom she 
was walking, she started to cross the 
street, when both were knocked down and 
run over by a runaway horse. 

They were taken in an unconscious con- 
dition to Congress Hall, where it was 
found that Fannie was suffering from con- 
cussion of the brain, bruises of the shoul- 
ders, and laceration of the muscles of the 
back, and that Mary’s injuries consisted 
of bruises and lacerations of the arms and 
shock. 

Fannie was still unconscious this evening, 
and the attending surgeons, Dr. Straus of 
New York and Dr, G. F. Comstock, fear 
that she cannot recover. 


SANDBAGGING AT SARATOGA. 


Boston Man Dies from Assault by Rob- 
bers—Third Highway Attack in 
Two Weeks.

ALBANY, Aug. 25.—Fred West, of Bos- 
ton, died in the Saratoga Hospital at Sara- 
toga Springs this afternoon from the ef- 
fects of being sandbagged in front of the

arrested and charged with the murder. 

At his trial he was acquitted. The friends 
of McDaniel were displeased with the ver- 
dict, and the supposition is that the kill- 
ing of Sparks was to avenge the murder of 
McDanie'.

Wedded at Paul Smith's, N. Y.

PAUL SMITH’S, N. Y., Aug. 25.—There 
was a surprise in store for the few persons 
who lingered longer than usual yesterday 
morning at the Chure hof St. John’s in the 
Wilderness to say a few pleasant things to 
the pastor, the Rev. Dean Robins of Al- 
bany. It came in the announcement by 
Mrs. S. J. Cornell of Montclair, N. J., and 
A. B. Forsyth, a broker of New York, that 
they wished to be married immediately in 

the church. 

There were not more than half a dozen 
people present, among them being Dr. and 
Mrs. E. J. Russel of Baltimore and Miers 
Lillian B. Cornell, daughter of the bride.

YOUNG YACHTSMAN DROWNED. 


Charles Miller, a Member of the Cor- 
inthian Club, Loses His Life 
at Stamford, Conn,

STAMFORD, Conn., Aug. 25.—Charles 
Miller, twenty-eight years old, was drowned 
here this afternoon in the sight of a score 
of people who were unable to give him as- 
sistance. 

Miller was an enthusiastic yachtsman. 
He owned the auxiliary yacht Lillian, and 
was an officer in the Corinthian Yacht 
Club. Though he had spent so much time 
on the water the young man could not 
swim. 

To-day he was working on his yacht 
making repairs. Leaning over the stern he

head, and fell headforemost into the water. 
As he fell his head grazed the yacht's 
screw, and this presumably rendered him 
unconscious. His body was recovered.

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A BRITISH-AMERICAN 
PARCELS POST SERVICE 


British Government Arranges It 
with an Express Company. 


Attempts to Negotiate Such a Service 
with the United States Govern- 
ment Have Failed. 


LONDON, Aug. 26.—Beginning Sept. 1, 
the Post Offices of Great Britain will ac- 
cept parcels for transmission to the United 
States. 

The various attempts of the British Gov- 
ernment to conclude a parcels post arrange- 
ment with the United States having result- 
ed in failure, the British Post Office De- 
partment has arranged this independent 
service. 

The Cunard and White Star Lines will 
convey the parcels to the United States, 
and the American Express Company will 
deliver them in that country. The charges 
to principal points in the United States will 
be 24 cents for each three pounds up to 
six pounds, 72 cents for packages weighing 
from seven to eleven pounds, with an addi- 
tional charge of 24 cents as a British cus- 
toms clearance fee. The United States cus- 
toms fees will also be added. 

The weight and size limitations of parcels 
accepted under this service will be the 
Same as those now adopted in the British 
inland parcels post—a maximum weight of 
eleven pounds, and a maximum of six feet 
for length and girth combined. 

A similar parcels post service is to be 
inaugurated from the United States to 
Great Britain. 


FOR GOVERNOR OF ALABAMA. 


Ex-Gov. Johnston Is Defeated in Demo- 
cratic Primary by Present Incum- 
bent, William D. Jelks. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Aug. 25.—In the 
Democratic primary held in this State “to- 
day for the nomination of candidates for 
State offices and Congresional representa- 
tives, William D. Jelks of Barbour, the 
present Governor, won over ex-Gov. Joseph 
F. Johnston of Jefferson for Governor by 
a majority which probably will reach 20,- 
000. 

To-day’s primary was the first held since 
the adoption of the new Constitution by 
which the negro is eliminated as a political 
factor in Alabama, and the new organic 
law was made an issue in the campaign. 
To-day’s result is equivalent to an election. 


The new Constitution was indorsed in its 
entirety by Gov. Jelks, and ex-Gov. John- 
ston was pledged to uphold it, although he 
opposed its ratification.

MAY SUE RAILWAY PRESIDENT. 


Men Claim They Were Wrongfully Em- 
ployed to Work on Union Pacific 
in Strikers’ Places.

OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 25.—Thirteen men 
brought here Sunday by the Union Pacific 
to take the strikers’ places have not only 
joined the strikers’ ranks, but have con- 
sulted with the County Attorney with a 
view of having President Burt of the Union 
Pacific arrested. The grievances of the 

men are stated by them as follows: 
‘““We were employed by an agent of the 
Union Pacific in Indianapolis to work here 
in the shops. We were told there was no 


strike here, and that we were not brought 
here to fill strikers’ places. We were paid 
a fee of $5 for filing our application for 
work. At Council Bluffs we were locked 
in the cars and refused our Hberty until 
we reached Omaha Sunday. We intend to 
make a legal fight against such methods.” 


PEEKSKILL FACTORY CLOSED. 


Operators Did Not Go to Work at Noon 
—Preparations for Moving Ma- 
chinery Elsewhere. 


PEEKSKILL, N. Y., Aug. 25.—The strik- 
ing operators of the Baker Underwear 
Company of this village did not return to 
work at noon, the limit named by the offi- 
cers, and therefore the factory was closed. 
Afterward William H. Stevens, Secretary 
and Treasurer, went to New York, where 
he will communicate with the President, 
John 8. Baker, on the selection of a place 
to locate a new factory. 

Arrangements were made this morning 


for cars to move the machinery, and car- 
penters were sent for to do the necessary 
packing. The machinery may be sent to 
the branch factory just started at Buffalo, 
N. Y. About forty girls returned to work 
this morning. The ones that have been 
faithful to the company, Mr. Stevens said 
to-day, would be taken care of by the com- 
pany for their fidelity. They will be reim- 
bursed until they can be taken to a new 
factory if they desire to go. 


HOLLENBERG BACK AGAIN. 


Man, Believed to Have Been Drowned, 
Under Physician’s Care—Carried 
Out to Sea, He Says. 


NEW ROCHELLE, N.. Y., Aug. 25.—Hen- 
ry W. Hollenberg of this city, who disap- 
peared from Coney Island two weeks ago 
and was supposed to have been drowned 
while in bathing, is now at his home. He 
says he was landed here at 1 o’clock this 
morning by a fishing smack, by which he 
had been picked up at sea.~Only members 
of the household and Dr. Littlewood, who 
is attending him, are allowed to see him. 
The doctor says that Hollenberg is in no 
condition to see strangers at present. 

Hollenberg’s story is that he was carried 
out to sea by the undertow while in swim- 
ming. He says his cries for help attracted 
no attention from the crowds on the beach 
and that he had been carried out a long 
distance when he managed to get hold of 
a plece of wreckage that drifted toward 
him, and by means of this supported him- 
self until rescued by the fishing smack. 

He was dressed in an old suit of clothes, 
which, he said, had been given to him by 
the Captain of the vessel. he name of the 
smack is not known, hor are any details 
of Hollenberg’s strange experience obtain- 
able at present. Dr. Littlewood says it is 
impossible to get a connected story from 
the man in his present state.

SCHLEY A CAMPAIGN ISSUE. 


Democrats Said to be Utilizing Rear 
Admiral’s Case — Sentiment May 
Play a Part in Some States.

WASHINGTON; Aug. 25.—One of the is- 
sues of the Congressional campaign, it is 
beginning to appear, is the case of Rear 
Admiral Schley. It is not an issue every- 
where, at least not at present, but in cer- 
tain States it is unquestionably an import- 

ant factor in the situation. 

One of these States is Maryland and an- 
other is West Virginia. In Maryland the 
sentiment against the opponents of Rear 
Admiral Schley is so strong that the local 
campaigners on the Democratic side have 
found no difficulty in turning it to account. 
The Republican Congressman from that 
State supported Schley, but the party is 
likely to suffer from the deep feeling in 
Maryland against the Administration for 
its part in humiliating the Rear Admiral. 
It is understood that the Congressional 
Committee has already begun to pay atten- 
tion to the case. 

Little can be done by the Democrats in 
the way of attacking the records of Mary- 
land Republicans in Congress, and if the 
latter are to be defeated on the Schley is- 
sue it must be by the votes of men who 
want to rebuke the Administration. Still 
there is some disposition to hint that the 
Maryland Republican Congressmen were 
not sincere in their support of Schley, and 
‘that they really abandoned his cause for 
the sake of getting Federal patronage from 
the President. It is said that this charge 
is being investigated by the Democratic 
leaders in this city. 

In West Virginia the situation is differ- 
ent. In that State, instead of annoyance 
with the Administration, the feeling upon 
which the Democrats are working is one of 
irritation with Representative Dayton. 
That gentleman comes from a Republican 
district which, however, is said to be strong 
in its adherence to Admiral Schley. It so 
happens that no man in Congress took a 
more active part in suppressing the friends 
of Admiral Schley than did Mr. Dayton. 
He is the second man on the Naval Com- 
mittee, and is believed by many to really 
dominate that committee. 

In the first burst of indignation over the 
treatment accorded to Admiral Schley there 
was a flood of bills and resolutions designed 


to express the dissent of Congress from the 
verdict of Rear Admirals Ramsey and Ben- 
ham. It required arbitrary methods to 
suppress these measures, for even among 
the Republican leaders sentiment was 
area pro-Schley. 

In this work of suppression Mr. Dayton 
took a leading part, and therefore the pro- 
Schley sentiment in his district is against 
him, and is said to be utilized.by the Demo- 
cratic managers. 

There was some attempt early in the cam- 
paign to make capital against Representa- 
tive Foss, the Chairman of the committee. 
His district is said to be strongly pro- 
Schley. However, it is such an overwhelm- 
ingly Republican district that apparently 
nothing can prevent Mr. Foss from suc- 
ceeding himself. 

Further developments of the pro-Schley 
sentiment are expected in various quar- 
ters. How much effect it will have in 
West Virginia is a matter of speculation, 
but the Democrats apparently believe it is 
a od card in Maryland. If it develops in 
Sther States it may play an appreciable 
part in the campaign. 


MR. KRUGER TO RESIGN 
LEADERSHIP OF BOERS. 


His Place to be Taken by Gen. Botha— 
Transvaal Legation at Brussels 
to be Abolished. 


LONDON, Aug. 26.—Cabling from Brus- 
sels, a correspondent of The Daily Tele- 
graph says he hears that, as a result of 
the conferences between Mr. Kruger and 
Gens. De Wet, Botha, and De la Rey, Mr. 
Kruger is to resign the leadership of the 
Boer people. 

Gen. Botha, adds the correspondent, was 
unanimously designated future leader of 
the Boers. 


BRUSSELS, Aug. 25.—The Boer Generals 
have notified the employes of the Trans- 
vaal Legation that their services will no 
longer be required after the end of Septem- 
ber, when the legation will be abolished. 

When they conferred with Dr. Leyds last 
week the Generals suggested the desirabil- 


ity of his surrender of his position as rep- 
resentative of the former Transvaal Re- 
public. It is thought probable that on the 
disappearance of Dr. Leyds, ex-State Sec- 
retary Reitz will become leader of the ir- 
reconcilables, and will attempt to organize 
an anti-British campaign in Europe. 


PARK FOR MR. ROCKEFELLER. 


He Will Probably Convert Recent 
Adirondack Property to 
This Purpose.

PAUL SMITH’S, N. Y., Aug. 25.—One of 
the most interesting transactions in Adi- 
rondack real estate is the sale of Meacham 
Lake and the Meacham Lake Hotel by the 
stock company which owned it to an agent 
who is said to be acting on behalf of Will- 
iam Rockefeller. 

Meacham Lake is a Summer resort about 
twelve miles from Paul Smith’s. Besides a 
hotel, there are cottages occupied by New 
Yorkers who lease their lands from the 
Meacham Lake Hotel Company. The prop- 
erty contains about 6,000 acres, and, with 
the building, it has been sold for $85,000. 
The transaction is looked upon as a part of 
the general scheme of Mr. Rockefeller in 
accumulating a great Adirondack park for 
his private use. In accomplishing this ob- 
ject he has already made purchases of 
thousands of acres of land in the Adiron- 
dacks. 


AN IRON FOUNDRY MERGER. 


Milwaukee Concern Gives an Option 
on Its Plant to Eastern Promoters,

ANTI-OUIGG REPUBLICANS 
REPUDIATE WHITMAN 


Accused of Treachery by Nine- 
teenth District Committee. 


Associated Republicans Also Denounced 
—Dr. Moffett Resigns as Election 


District Captain. 


At the stated meeting of the anti-Quigg 
Republicans of the Nineteenth Assembly 
District, at 171 West Sixty-fifth Street, last 
night, called to hear a report of a com- 
mittee that had under consideration the 
selection of a leader for the district, Dr. 
E. M. Moffett presided and there were 
about sixty present. 

The report of the Conference’ Committee 
of the organization repudiating the asso- 
ciated Republicans and Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Charles S. Whitman, who is 
supposed to be seeking the leadership, was 
adopted, and he and the associated Repub- 
licans were denounced for alleged treach- 
ery. 

In this connection was read the following 
letter from Dr. Moffett, resigning as an 
Election District Captain: 


Lucius M. Stanton, President 
publicans. 

Dear Sir: It has been stated in the public press 
that the Hon. Mr. Douglas, vourself, and the 
Associated Republicans will support a Mr. Whit- 
man as an anti-Quigg candidate for the leader- 
ship of the Nineteenth Assembly District. 

As Mr, Whitman is the Captain of the Elev- 
enth Election District, under the control of Mr. 
Quigg, and one of his (Mr. Quigg’s) trusted lisu- 
tenants, and has, to my personal knowledge and 
that of Mr. Kirtland, Mr. Wise, Mr. Honigman, 
and others of your Executive and Campaign 
Committees, been in every secret confarence of 
Mr. Quigg with the other Captains of districts 
for the past two months, it is evident to me that 
the association has been, and is, posing befor? 
the public in a false light. and has conspired 
with Mr. Quigg to deceive and impose upon the 
people, thereby continuing the leadership of Mr. 
Quigg in the person of Mr. Whitman. 

As I cannot lend my servic>s to the perpetua- 
tion of an imposition upon the people of the 
district, I am compelled in justice to myself 
and my friends to resign my position as Chair- 
man of the Twelfth Election District for the 
Associated Republicans, to take effect from this 


date. 
The people of the lower part of this district 


have placed their trust in me, and I will not for 

any consideration betray their confidence. Very 

truly yours. E. M. MOFFETT, M. D., 
Chairman Twelfth Election District. 


On the committee were Dr. Moffett, Will- 
iam R. Rohfs, William H. Peters, Arthur 
O. Rowe, and Moses G. Byers. 

The last named, in presenting the report, 
said in substance: 

‘““On Aug. 21 Messrs. Ball and Mack, rep- 


resenting themselves as possessing au- 
thority from the associated Republicans of 
this district, called on Dr. Moffett and 
sought to have him agree upon Mr. Whit- 
man as a leader, and made flattering 
offers, but the doctor said he could only act 
for himself, and that if they would agree 
to have a committee from the anti-Quigg 
enrolled Republicans it could be arranged. 

‘““A conference was held at the Hotel 
Weldon to select a ticket for the coming 
primaries, and the Committee of the Asso- 
ciated Republicans proposed to make up a 
ticket beginning with the name of a ieader 
and presented that of Mr. Whitman. Mr. 
Byers objected, saying it was the object to 
let the voters from each election district 
select the most popular man. The Asso- 
ciated Republicans wanted to run things in 
their old way, and it seemed a rule or ruin 
policy with them. 

“Our propositions were not accepted. We 
therefore ask the Republicans of this dis- 
trict not to be deceived, but to insist on 
selecting their own ticket. 

“The enrolled Republicans of this district 
cannot stand for an officeholder as leader. 
He should be a business man. How do we 
know Whitman is not put up by Quigg? 
Whitman said he was indorsed by the 
West Side Republican Club, but when we 
communicated with the officers of that 
organization we were told they did not 
meddle in district politics. That places 
Whitman in a bad light. Mr. Whitman also 
said he had the backing of President Morris 
of the Republican County Committee, but 
we could get no response from Mr. Morris 
on the telephone. 

‘“‘Some years ago we went into a con- 
vention with a supposed majority of dele- 
gates for leader, and at the last moment 
people who pretended to be associated Re- 
publicans voted for Mr. Quigg. Now we 
find they are playing political tricks again. 
We will have no officeholders on our 
ticket, and no political tricks this time. 
We will have no one man declare himseif 
leader. We have been opposed to boss 
rule for fifteen years.”’ 

After the meeting adjourned, which hap- 
pened at the close of the report, it was 
stated that there would probably be three 
tickets in the field, one from the enrolled 
Republicans, another from the anti-Quigg 

eople, and the third from the organization. 
Riaweil was referred to as only a nominal 
leader, with Quigg as the power behind the 
throne. 

Another anti-Quigg meeting was held at 
Seventy-ninth Street and Columbus Ave- 
nue, about thirty persons attending. These 
represented members of the Campaign 
Committee, the Advisory Board, and the 
Executive Committee. ucius M. Stanton 
presided. A letter was received from ex- 
Collector Bidwell, in which he suggested 
that nothing should be done until the 
facts were all known. At his request a 
committee was appointed to confer with 
Mr. Bidwell, and the members are L. M. 
Stanton, W. B. Fuller, and W. B.’Cragin. 
They will see Mr. Bidwell to-day. 

Mr. Whitman was at the meeting and 
said to the assembled reporters: 

“T have never desired to be a leader. [I 
went into the race to beat Quigg. So long 
as Quigg is beaten, I am satisfied. The 
man who is elected must be no puppet of 
Mr. Quigs: There is no question that the 
defeat of Mr. Quigg can be easily accom- 
plished, or Mr. Bidwell would have sent in 
no such communication.”’ 

Mr. Quigg said over the telephone that he 
knew nothing of the meetings and had 
nothing to do with them. His only interest 
was to aid the Republican Party in every 
way possible. He declined to go into de- 
tails. , 


PLATT FAVORS QUIGG. 


Wants Him to be Temporary Chairman 
of Convention — Views of Presi- 
dent’s Speech on Trusts. 


Senator Platt was still at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel last night where he declared 
himself in favor of the selection of Lemuel 
E. Quigg as temporary Chairman of the 
Republican State Convention. 

‘*Mr. Quigg,’’ he said. “‘ can make an ex- 


cellent speech, and I favor him for Chair- 
man. Of course a majority of the State 
Committee may disagree with me. 

‘““ Yes; I have been reading the papers to- 
day, and I think President Roosevelt has 
been very conservative in what he has 
said relative to the trusts. I see that he 
says something about amending the Con- 
stitution. That is a Mt serious question 
and requires much thought. I guess neces- 
sary legislation can be secured without 
amending the Constitution.”

COLORADO FUEL AND IRON CO. 


Talk of the Visit of the Gates Party to 
Denver—Says There is No Thought 
of a Receiver. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—John C. Osgood ar- 
rived in Chicago this morning from Denver 
secretly. He came here for the purpose of 
securing some big steel men to go back to 
Colorado and take hold of the practical 
end of the Colorado Fuel and Iron Com- 
pany’s business. Some of the men he ap- 
proached to-day were the men that Mr. 
Gates and his party took to Denver on 
promises of fat jobs, if the Gates faction 
won the fight. When finaly persuaded to 
admit his identity, Mr. Osgood said: 

“The Gates people came to Denver look- 
ing for a fight, and they got one. In Den- 
ver they started three suits. I am told 
they have intimated that we corrupted the 
State courts of Colorado. 
evidence that they had said such a thing. 
If I could, I'd make it hot for them, I can 
tell you. 

“They, withdrew their first suit and in 
the two others were defeated. The deci- 
sions were so clear that no attorney of 
repute could fail to acknowledge the suits 
were decided on their merits absolutely. 
They then made a lot of wrong demands 
to individual Directors, and to the board as 
a body—I don’t remember whether it was 
five or seven, but the general scheme of 
their litigation and their demands were in 
effect that there was a book kept; then 
there was not, and then they wanted one 
kept according to Colorado law. 

‘Steps were then taken to keep the rovd 
record, and the court said this was the only 
record the company officials could recog- 
nize. The New York book is solely for the 
purposes of the New York stock traders, 
and has nothing whatever to do with the 
Colorado record. It is used merely to help 
carry on the business of the stock jobbing 
crowd. 

‘‘ After all their efforts to see the book 
or to. have a book made, the crowd went 
in to enjoin the Directors from paying any 
attention to any such book, if there was 
one, and also to enjoin the Directors from 
refusing to recognize their proxies in ac- 
cordance with the New York stock book. 
This case went before Judge Rynor of 
the United States Circuit Court, their prin- 
cipal contention being that a by-law regu- 
lating the conduct of annual meetings of 
stockholders, adopted by our board, gave 
the parties in control, meaning myself and 
friends, full control of the stockholders 
meeting. They were refused an injunc- 
tion, and the court held affirmatively that 
the by-law was a reasonable and proper 
one. 

“We never had a contested eleetion be- 
fore, all our action has been unanimous in 
the past. These men are nothing in the 
world but a crowd of speculators pure and 
simple. They had no businesslike idea of 
the operation of the property. An effort 
may be made in New York to knock our 
stock off the listed department, but I 
know of no reason why it should be un- 
listed, and the present Board of Directors 
and myself will do all we can to keep it 
listed. : 

“TIT can’t answer remally the point that 
has been raised on this line, but my ad- 
vice from the men who are working on 
the legal end is that they believe we can 
overcome all these obstacles and comply 
with the Colorado law, and still not inter- 
fere with the rules of the New York Stock 
Exchange. , . 

“There has not been the slightest thought 
of a receiver so far as We are concerned. 
The present management has no reason 
why a receiver should be appointed. There 
would have been good reason, however, if 
two Boards of Directors had been *lect- 
ed. If the other people are seeking a re- 
ceiver, I don’t know what grounds they 
can have for asking it. I am going East 
to-morrow, and there may be some more 
developments then, Anyhow, the fun has 
only begun. I look for a big fight, and I 
am prepared for it.’’ 

“What about the manipulation of the 
stock since the meeting? ”’ 

“IT have had the matter traced, and I 
find that the same brokerage houses that 
were heavy sellers of Colorado Fuel stock 
all last week are those represented in the 

roxies held by Gates, It looks reasonable. 
They claimed to have 190,000 shares of 
stock—but they hadn’t, and they knew it 
when they said so—and they allowed us 
only 6,000. _Now, if 140,000 shares of stock 
have been sold since the meeting, they 
must be the sellers.” : 

To-day there was heayy selling of the 
securities with a drop in the price from 
$76 to $73.75, and a later reaction to $75. 

The Gates party leaves at noon to-morrow 
for New York. John W. Gates refused yes- 
terday to discuss the probable nature of the 
fight, but it is practically an assured fact 
that the fight to unlist the stock will be 
made in New York. Mr. Osgood left for 
the East to-night. 


GEN. MILES’S PHILIPPINE TRIP. 


He Is Going to the Islands with Presi- 
dent’s Permission to Inspect 
Army Conditions.

‘**Gen. Miles is going to the Philippine 
Islands with the permission of the Presi- 
dent to inspect army conditions there.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—Gen. Miles has 
twice requested to be sent to the Philip- 
pines. In 1900, when the Chinese cam- 
paign was being prepared Gen. Miles de- 


sired to take command of the American 
forces in the Philippines and China. Presi- 
dent McKinley did not consent. Last Febru- 
ary the General outlined a plan for ending 
the war in the Philippines and wanted to 
go then. President Roosevelt would not 
consent.

Only Solution of the Problem 
to Restrain Corpora- 
tions, He Says. 


TEXT OF BOSTON SPEECH 


r. Roosevelt Also Makes Ad- 
resses at Nahant and Lynn 
—Off for Maine To-day. 


BOSTON, Aug. 25.—The week’s work foi 
President Roosevelt in his trip through 
New England began in earnest this after- 
noon, when he departed from the beautiful 
Summer home of the junior Senator of 
Massachusetts, Henry Cabot Lodge, at Na- 
hant, and amid the enthusiasm of the 
greatest number of he has faced 
the Pittsburg rode

from a platform at City Hall. 

Then he was taken to Boston by special 
train, and on arrival went to Symphony 
Hall, there addressing a great gathering 
of Boston business men. His speech here 
was devoted almost entirely to considera- 
tion of the trust question. 3 

From the hall the President went to the 
Hotel Touraine, where a little later in the 
evening he was the guest of Gov. Crane at 
dinner, 

To-morrow morning bright and early the 
Presidential party will start for Maine. 

A brisk shower of rain failed to discour- 
age the crowds that stood along the streets 
of Boston through which President Roose- 
velt passed on his way to Symphony Hall, 
where he addressed an audience of 5,000 
on the problems surrounding the framing 
and enforcement of laws limiting the pow- 
ers of industrial combinations. 

From-the moment of the Presfdent’s ar- 
rival at the North Union Station from Lynn 
at 4:40 o'clock he was warmly acclaimed. 
He was officially welcomed by Gov. Crane 
and Mayor Collins. The party immediately 
was escorted to carriages and, guarded by 
the First Battalion of Cavalry, proceeded 
to the hall. Here-revery seat and every 
inch of standing room allowed under the 
laws had been taken. To the strains of 
“Hail to the Chief” played on the great 
organ the President appeared upon the 
stage, but the organ was soon silenced by 
the spontaneous wave of greeting. 

With a few formal remarks Gov. Crane 
introduced the President, who made a for- 
ty-minute discourse on the question of 
suppressing illegal combinations. At the 
outset he stated that he had not discov- 
ered ‘‘a potent cure-all for the trusts.” A 
trust, he said, is a great and powerful 
artificial creation which has no creator to 
which it is responsible. 

The address follows: 

PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 
“Gov. Crane, Mayor 
Women of Boston: 
“I am glad to have the chance of say- 


Collins, Men and 


ing a few words to you this evening. There’ 


are several matters that I should like to 
discuss, and I can say in all sincerity that 
when I come here to New England, when I 
come to Boston, I like to go over as many 


subjects as possible, so that I can get light 
on them. ‘ 

“I have great faith in your judgment. I 
want to take up this evening the general 
question of our economic and social rela- 
tions with a 9 ge reference to that prob- 
lem with which I think our people are 
greatly concerning themselves—the problem 
of our complex social condition as intensi- 
fied by the existence of the great corpora- 
tions which we rather loosely designate as 
trusts. But I wish to say one or two things 
as preliminary. In the first place, I have 
not come here to say that I have discov- 
ered a patent cure-all for the _ trusts. 
(Laughter and applause.] 

‘““ When people's minds are greatly agita- 
ted on any subject, and especially when 
they feel deeply but rather vaguely that 
conditions are not right, it is far pleasanter 
in addressing them to be indifferent as to 
what you promise, but it is much less pleas. 
ant afterward. [Laughter and applause.] 

“Of course, the worth of a promise con- 
sists purely in the way in which the per- 
formance squares with it. That has got 
two sides to it. In the first place if a man 
is honest he will try just as hard to keep a 
promise made on the stump as one made off 
the stump. In the second place, if the peo- 
ple keep their heads they won't wish prom- 
ises to be made which are impossible of 
performance. [Laughter and applause.] 


THEORY OF THE REPUBLIC. 


“Now you see that one side of that ques- 
tion is my duty and the other side is yours. 
Mankind goes ahead but slowly, and it goes 
ahead mostly through each of us trying to 
do, or at least through each of the ma- 
jority of us trying to do, the best that is in 
him and doing it in the most intelligent and 
sanest way. We founded our Republic on the 
theory that the average man will, as a rule, 
do the right thing; that in the long run 
the majority are going to decide for what is 
sane and wholesome. If our fathers were 


mistaken in that theory, if ever events be- 
come such not occasionally, but persistent- 
ly, and the mass of the people do what is 
unwholesome, what is wrceng, then the Re- 
public cannot stand. I care not how good 
its laws; I care not in what marvelous 
mechanism its Constitution may be em- 
bodied. Back of the law, back of the Ad- 
ministration, back of our system of govern- 
ment lies the average manhood of our peo- 
ple. In the long run we are going to go up 
or go down, according as the average stand- 
ard of our citizenship does or does not wax 
in growth and grace. 

Now, when we come to the question of 
good citizenship the first requisite is that 
the man shall do the homely, every-day 
humdrum duties well. A man is not a good 
citizen, I do not care how lofty his thoughts 
are about citizenship in the abstract, if in 
the concrete his actions do not bear them 
out, and it does not make much difference 
how high his aspirations for mankind at 
large are. If he doesn’t behave well in his 
own family those aspirations are not going 
to bear very visible fruit. He has got to 
be a good breadwinner; he has got to take 
care of his wife and children; he has got to 
be a neighbor whom his neighbors can 
trust; he has got to act squarely in his 
business relations. In fact he has got to 
do all those every-day, ordinary things or 
he is not a good citizen. But he must do 
more than that. In this country of ours 
the average citizen has got to devote a good 
deal of thought and time to the affairs of 
the State as a whole or those affairs are 

oing to go backward. That time must be 
Zoveten steadily and intelligently. If there 
is any one quality which is not admirable, 
whether in a nation or in an individual, it 
is hysterics. The man or woman who 
makes up for ten days’ indifference to duty 
by an eleven days’ morbid repentance about 
that indifference is of very scant use in the 
world. [Laughter and applause. ] 


QUESTION OF CORPORATIONS. 


“Now in the same way it is of no pos- 
sible use to decline to go through ail the 
ordinary duties of citizenship for a long 
space of time and then suddenly get up and 
feel angry about something or somebody 


not clearly defined in one’s mind and de- 
mand reform as if it was a concrete sub- 
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stance and could be. handed out forthwith. 
Now this is a preliminary to what I want 
to say to you about this whole question of 
corporations as affecting the public. There 
are very. many and very difficult problems 
with which we are faced as one of the re- 
sults of the forces which, taken all] together, 
we speak of as progress. It is worse than 
useless for any of us to rail at or regret the 
great growth in industrial civilization 
the last half century. Speaking academic- 
ally, we can, according to our several tem- 
peraments, regard that. the old lights have 
vanished or not, as we choose. Boston and 
the thriving cities of Massachusetts have 
been built up as a result of those forces. 

There is but littl use in regretting that 
things have not shaped, themselves differ- 
ently. The pvactical thing to do is to face 
the conditions as they are and see if we 
cannot get the best there is in them out 
of them. We are not going to get any com- 
plete or perfect solution for all of the 
evils which come to our minds’ when we 
think of the trusts by any single action on 
our part. A good many actions in a good 
many different ways will be required be- 
fore we get many of those evils even par- 
tially remedied We have got to, first of 
all, think clearly—we_have got to, prob- 
ably, experiment somewhat. We must, 
above al. show by our actions that our 
interest is permanent and not spasmodic, 
and we have got to see that all the steps 
are taken toward the pollution. Now, of 
course, all that is perfectly trying. Every 
one who thinks knows that the only way 
in which any problem of: great importance 
Was ever successfully solved was by con- 
sistent and persistent effort toward a 
given end, effort that did not end with any 
one election or with any one year, but that 
Was continued steadily, temperately, and 
resolutely. 

“It is a little difficult to set clearly be- 
fore us ali of the evils, but I ‘think that 
those gentlemen and especially those gen- 
tlemen of large means who deny that the 
evils exist are acting with graat folly. 
am far from being against property when | 
ask that the question of trusts be taken up. 
I am acting in the most conservative sense 
in property’s interest. When a great cor- 
poration is sued for violating the anti-trust 
law it is not a move against property; it is 
@ move in favor of property, becawse when 
you can make it evident that all men, big 
and small alike, have to obey the law, you 
are putting the safeguard of law around all 
men. (Loud applause.} 

** When you make it evident 
shall be excused for violating 
make it evident that every 
protected from violation of the law. I 
inclined to think that much the greatest 
trouble in any immediate handling of the 
question of the trust comes from our sys- 
tem of government.

NATIONAL LEGISLATION. 


“Then I believe—I am not going to say 
I am sure of it—but I believe it is possible 
to frame National legislation which shall 
give us more power than we have now, at 
any rate over corporations doing an inter- 
State business. I cannot guarantee that, 


because in the past it has more than once 
happened that we have got laws on the 
statute books which those who made them 
intemded to mean one thing, and when they 
came up to decision it was found that the 
intention had not been successfully put into 
effect. 3ut I beHeve that additional legis- 
lation can be had. I think we have got to 
make up our minds to the fact that if it 
proves on effort that we cannot under the 
Constitation, as it is given the National 
Administration, have sufficient power in 
dealing with these great corporations, then 
no matter what our reverence to the past 
may be, our duty to the present and to the 
future with force us to see that more power 
is conferred upon the National Adminis- 
tration. [Loud applause.] 

-* And when the power has been conferred 
it will rest with the National Government 
to exercise it. At present we are going to 
do the best we can with strawless bricks, 
but remember they are bound to be straw- 
i€8S. 

‘And, finally, men and women of New 
England, men and women of a State that 
represents so much, that has always repre-

LYNN, Mass., Aug. 25.—Nahant and 
Lynn to-@ay egain divided honors in wel- 
coming the President.

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SOLDIERS GIVE WATER CURE. 


Cavalrymen Guarding Residence Where 
the President Stopped Administer 
Treatment to an Intruder. 


NAHANT, Aug. 25.—Among the 
incidents of the President's day here was 
the arrival of a barge containing a number 
ot the President's admirers at the entrance 
of the driveway at the Lodge residence. 
After swinging a large American flag over 
the gates they, gave “three cheers- for 
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Roosevelt’’ and departed. The President 
did not respond. 

As the forenoon advanced crowds 
streamed into the town in the hopes of get- 
ting a glimpse of the distinguished visitor. 
The President remained with Senator 
Lodge all the forenoon. He was not even 
seen by a party of fifteen women who ap- 
peared at the Lodge estate, and, stripping 
a big American flag from their barge, 
stretched it across the stfeet, and sent up 
three hearty cheers for the President. 

The cavalry Troop F broke camp about 
10 o'clock and made ready to escort the 
Commander in Chief of the army to Lynn. 


A battery took its position to fire the Pres- 
idential salute. 

The crowds to-day are laughing over the 
administration of the ‘“ water cure” by 
cavalrymen on guard near the Lodge resi- 
dence to an obnoxious drunkard last night. 
The inebriate persisted in leaning against 
the guy ropes of one of the tents after he 
had been requested, urged, and finally or- 
dred not to do so.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 25.—United

The President will visit during his tour all 
cities by the way of Washington and Mon- 
tana, and will return via the Union Pacific. 





POLICE HOLD UP FAST FREIGHT. 


Thirteen Tramps Taken from Train and 
Charged with Vagrancy. 


Acting Capt. Geoghegan, Roundsman Cul- 
lage, Detectives Donohue, Hawthorne, 
Quinn, and Kern, and thirteen policemen in 
plain clothes, all from the West Sixty- 
eighth Street Station, last night held up a 
through fast freight train of the New York 
Central, bound for Albany, and arrested 
thirteen tramps whom they found riding on 
the cars. The men were marched back to 
the West Sixty-eighth Street Station from 
Seventy-sixth Street and Riverside Ave- 
nue, followed by a crowd of several hun- 
dred persons. 

Long into the night the thirteen prisoners 


made life hideous for the policemen in the 
station house and for the residents in the 
vicinity by their singing and shouting. 

The hold-up was arranged by the police 
with Chief Detective John H. McLean of 
the Buffalo and New York Division of the 
New York Central. The company has re- 
cently had many complaints of petty thefts 
from freight cars of that branch of the 
road and took this means of putting an 
end to them. 

At the station house the thirteen prison- 
ers were all charged with vagrancy. They 
were in ages from seventeen to twenty- 
two or three years, and all were broad- 
shouldered husky looking lads. 


RICH GOLD VEIN IN MONTANA. 


Residents and Prospectors of Hope 
Guich Wild with Excitement. 
Special to The New York Times. 
HELENA, Mon., Aug. 25.—Residents and 
prospectors of Hope Gulch, twelve miles 
from Helena, are wild with excitement over 
discovering a vein of gold ore which runs 
$800 to the ton, and this vein is believed to 
be the lead of-rich deposits which in early 
days made the Gulch famous as a placer 
camp. When the news of the strike became 
current there was a rush to stake claims. 
Just a few miles from this discovery H. 
L, Frank, the well-known Butte mining 
man, together with other prominent Mon- 
tana capitalists, has taken a twenty-five- 
day option on property discovered a few 
days ago by a Marysville man. Some of 
the ore from that claim at the East Helena 
smelters ran as high as $1 a pound. At the 
conclusion of this option Frank will, it is 
expected, buy the the property at a price in 

the neighborhood of $100,000.

RULES FOR ARMY 
AND NAVY MANOEUVRES 


MacArthur Outlines War 
Game Plan. 


Gen. 


Period of Preparation and Perjod of 
Hostilities Defined—How the Two 
Arms of the Service Will. 
Be Tested. 


Major Gen. MacArthur made public yes- 
terday the text of the rules agreed upon for 
the coming army and navy. manoeuvres. 
The whole scheme of operations is based 
upon the assumption that, in anticipation 
of a declaration of hostilities, a strong 
hostile fleet, without torpedo boats, de- 
termines to make a sudden dash on the 
eastern entrance of Long Island Sound to 
secure a naval base, in the expectation of 
finding the land forces, in the absence of a 
declaration of war, in a somewhat unpre- 
pared condiiton. 

The periods of the manoeuvres are to be 
divided into two distinct phases—period of 
preparation and period of hostilities. Dur- 
ing the first period it is intended that there 
shall be a day attack and a night attack 
by the fleet, and, if possible, a bombard- 
ment and the forcing of a passage. During 
the ensuing period mines and obstructions 
may be planted by the defense and the 
conditions of war are to be followed as 
closely as possible. 

On the part of the army the information 
to be gained relates to the general effi- 
ciency, down to the smallest detail, of all 
that appertains to the construction and 
armament of the land defenses and the 
training of the forces manning them. The 
navy will concern itself with the best 
means of obtaining ranges, the effect of 
mines and obstructions, formations of at- 
tack, efficiency of signals, the use of 
search lights, and the general control of 
artillery fire. 

FORTS AND SHIPS 


Umpires of both services are to be de- 
tailed to all ships and forts, and will re- 


port to a Board of Arbitration of five offi- 
In ad- 


dition, a number of observers will act with 
each of the forces as the representatives of 
the other. 

The period of preparation will be from 
midnight Aug. 29 to midnight Aug. 31, the 
period of hostilities extending from the lat- 
ter hour to noon Sept. 6. The defense will 
consist of Forts Rodman, Adams, Wether- 
ill, Greble, Mansfield, Wright, Michie, Ter- 
ry, and the fort on Gardner's Point. There 


will be no floating defenses. 

The attack will consist of about fifteen 
ships, of which five will rank as battleships 
and the rest as cruisers and gunboats. 

The attacking fleet will consist of the fol- 
lowing ships, the list being subject to re- 
vision: 
Kearsarge, 
Alabama, 
Massachusetts, 
Indiana, 
Puritan, 
Brooklyn, 
Olympia, 
Cincinnatl, 

The umpires and observers will assemble 
at the War College at Newport on Aug. 27 
to discuss the rules, and on Aug. 29 will be 
distributed to their various stations. The 
Naval Militia will embark at Newport on 
Aug. 30, to be distributed to the ships. At 
the close of the.manoeuvres the attacking 
fleet will pass in review before the forts. 

Elaborate rules are laid down to estimate 
the value of the fire of guns of all calibres, 
so as to determine when any ship or fort 
shall be considered to have been put out of 
action or silenced. All mines are to be ful- 
ly connected, and furnished with dummy 
charges and fuses, the explosion of which 
will be suspeses to entail the destruction of 
any vessel passing over a mifie. 

he following, among other general in- 
structions, have also been issued: 

The attacking fleet will be under the full 
direction of the Commander in Chief of the 
naval force. As he is a hostile officer he 
will not be given any instructions during 
the period of the manoeuvres, nor will he 
hold any intercourse with the shore, except 
under a flag of truce. He will allow no 
boats of any kind to come alongside. If he 
wishes information he will seek it only as 
he would in war. All American merchant 
shipping is supposed to be in port. 

The defense will not know more of the 
plan of the hostile fleet than it would in 
actual war. Under no circumstances shall 
the tim be designated for any evolution or 
phase of the manoeuvres. 

A naval base may be established at the 
discretion of the Commander in Chief of 
the naval force; if outside the line of de- 
fense, the army cannot and is not expected 
to prevent such establishment. 

There shall be no landing parties, except 
on the Government or military reservations. 
Plans of these reservations shall be fur- 
nished by the es General of the 
shore forces, showing the limits during the 
seriod of hostilities. Flags shall be estab- 
lished on shore to mark the boundaries of 
the reservations. These shall be regulation 
signal flags, which, being stationary and 
not waved, will not create confusion. The 
location of the flags will not be shown on 
the plans, but generally there will be one on 
each shore termination of any boundary 
line, and one atieach pronounced change in 
its direction. 

Eastern standard time is to be used in all 
the manoeuvres. The Signal Corps will 
maintain standard clocks in all the forts 
regulated at noon daily, and the time 
aboard ships is to be regulated by chro- 


nometer. 

The ships will not use any of the aids 
to navigation in their attacks (supposed 
for this purpose to be non-existent) unless 
it becomes a question of safety of the ship, 
when the commanding officer will so in- 
form the umpire on board, who will note it 
in his report. At night permanent aids, 
such as light houses, may be utilized, if it 
be so desired, by turning on them the 


searchlights of the ships. 
MAY OBSTRUCT CHANNELS. 


Channels are allowed to be obstructed 
after the beginning of the period of: prep- 
aration. This, however, is to be done only 
constructively. It is assumed that under 
the conditions of war, during the period of 
preparation, a number of hulks of varying 
dimensions, the number not to exceed what 


might reasonably be obtained during the 
two days of preparation, may be sunk in 
selected positions in the field of manoeu- 
vre. The umpire, as steps are taken by 
vessels to investigate channels,. shall re- 
lease reasonable information as to the state 
thereof with regard to obstructions. 

A scout attempting to gain information 
by running the batteries in the daytime, 
as in a fog, will be considered out of action 
and will retire, if, in the judgment of the 
umpire on shore, she has been seen in time 
and received enough fire to put her out of 
action. A flag signal to this effect will be 
made to the ship by the Army and Navy 
Code, If at night, the signal to be made by 
the shore umpire will be one or more red 
Very lights, or the equivalent fired in the 
direction of the scout, which shall retire at 
once with all lights burning.

Scurry of Signal Corps Preparations in 
the New London District. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., Aug. 25.—Condi- 
tions are exceedingly warlike in the forts 
of the New London district in preparation 
for the army and navy manoeuvres which 
begin at midnight Friday and are to be 
carried out on the plans adopted to-day by 
the respective departments. 

Col. Davis of Fort Trumbull, the com- 
manding officer of this district, is directing 
the movements of preparation, and in this 
he is assisted by the Signal Corps, under 
command of Capt. Russell, and by Major 
Powell, who is in charge of this engineer 
district. There has been a vast amount of 
work accomplished, but much more will be 
done before the hostilities begin. 

Almost hourly orders of a more or less 


important character are received from the 
department, and two automobiles belonging 
to the Signal Corps are kept busy running 
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between this city and Fort Trumbull, bring- 
ing officers and messengers on official busi- 
ness, while five steamers are running con- 
tinuously from this port to the island forti- 
fications bringing supplies and munitions of 


war. 

Detachments of troops are arriving dailv, 
and it is evident that the War Department 
is making determined efforts to play every 
point known in the game of war. 


ADMIRAL HIGGINSON’S REPORT. 


Navy Department Expects Critical Re- 
view of Capture of Commander 
Pillsbury’s Fleet. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—Admiral Hig- 
ginson will soon submit to the Navy * De- 
partment an elaborate report upon the re- 
sults of the chase of the White Squadron 
by the North Atlantic Squadron, which end- 
ed yesterday. For obvious reasons, such 
parts of this report as treat of any imper- 
fections developed will probably be with- 
held from publication. In the meantime the 
official report of the affair is confined to 
the brief telegram already published: from 
Commander Pillsbury announcing his sur- 
render and a dispatch from Admiral Hig- 


ginson telling of the disposition made of 
the vessels engaged in the chase. 

Naval officers here say that, while the 
capture of the White Squadron seemed to 
be a foregone conclusion, owing to the dis- 
crepancy in strength between the two 
squadrons, yet this chase has had instruct- 
ive and important results. It is the ex- 
pectation that perhaps next year another 
such chase will be made, in which the 
problem eee to the defending squad- 
ron will be much more difficult than that 
in which it has: just been engaged. 


BOY WHO SIGHTED PILLSBURY. 


He Came from Orange and Has Served 
on Kearsarge Three Years.

ORANGE, N. J., Aug 25.—Daniel H, 
Staehle, the signal boy on the Kearsarge, 
who is credited with being the first to see 
the approach of the ships of Commander 
Pillsbury’s squadron in the naval war 
game, is a son of Mr. and Mrs. Gottlieb 
Staehle of 49 New Street, Orange. 

He is nineteen years old, and has been 
a member of the crew of the battleship 
Kearsarge for the past three years. Young 


Staehle is a fine looking boy. He received 
a common school education and was ex- 
ceptionally bright. He always had a de- 
sire to go in the navy. He enlisted with 
another Orange boy, Patrick Finley, of s 
Frankford Street. The latter is also on 
the Kearsarge.

VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., Aug: 
The United States battleships Kearsarge, 
Massachusetts, and Alabama and the cruis- 
er Brooklyn were anchored at Menemsha 
Bight to-day receiving supplies of coal 
from the colliers Lebanon and Sterling. 

The cruiser Montgomery has proceeded

The cruiser Olympia 
passed westward at 5 o’clock this after- 
re as did also the Government tug Her- 
cules, 
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Warships Taking on Coal. 
PASQUE ISLAND, Mass., Aug. 
United States warships are taking on coal 
in Vineyard Sound. The vessels were sight- 
ed off Pasque Island during the forenoon, 
going westward. They turned around and 


drifted about until they had a position off 
Menemsha Bight, where they anchored 
near two coal steamers and began to take 
on a supply of fuel. 
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Declares Nobody Can Keep Him Out of 
the Convention—Denounces ex- Gov. 
Hill and Assails James K. McGuire. 
William §S. Devery defied his enemies 
last night. He denounced David B, Hill, 
and said that he would be a delegate to 
the State Convention and that neither the 
ex-Governor nor any other politician would 
dare to lift a finger to keep him out of the 
convention hall. Mr. Devery'’s indignation 
reached a high pitch.* Incidentally he told 
how he made his fortune. Here are some 

of his remarks: 

“IT have been made a scapegoat for 
years. Say, now I am a private citizen and 
not a policeman. If these people keep 
knocking me I will return the fire and I: 
will put them where they belong. I don’t 
caro whether some politicians have to. re- 
tire to Woolfert’s Roost or to prison. All 
I want’s my rights.’’ 

“A statement has been made that you 
got a fortune from information received 
from Hetty Green about mining stocks,”’ 
was suggested. 

‘Say, just cut that out. I got it-. No 
one can take it away from me. I got.it 
the same as J. Pierpont Morgan, Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, and George Gould got theirs. 
You don’t hear people asking those fellows 
where they got their money. I got mine 
the same way. Now, that settles all the 
stories about my wealth.”’ 

To the suggestion that James K. MeGuire, 
ex-Mayor of Syracuse, and ex-Chairman of 
the Democratic State Committee, would at- 
tempt to keep him out of the convention, 
Devery replied: ' 

‘Say, Pearl Street touches Broadway at 
two points. Let McGuire explain that. He 


is more crooked than Pearl Street. If I am 
elected a delegate no McGuire will keep me 
out. The people up the State will see that 
I am seated. They want some one to tell 
them the truth up there. Hill and the rest 
of them have been pulling the wool over 
the eyes of the up-State people. Now, Mc- 
Guire, in 1898, got State money to spend in 
Syracuse and the city went Republican by 
8,300, and in 1897 it went Democratic. -Let 
him explain that. Let him make an ac- 
counting of what he done with the funds. 
He and that pal of his, Gaynor, who. fled 
to Canada, could tell all about it. ‘ High 
Flight’ and ‘Chilly Pat’ can't give any 
orders about the Ninth District, and they 
better keep their hands off this fight.”’ 

““* How about David B. Hill?”’ was asked. 
“There is nothing Jeffersonian or Jack- 
sonian about Hill’s principles. He never 
stood by the platform of his party. He 
had -been going around with a feather, ‘I 
am-a Democrat,’ and trying to play the 
‘It’ of the party. If he fights me he will 
have to retire to Woolfert’s Roost. I don't 
care onpming about Hill and his handy 
men, ‘High Flight’ and ‘Chilly Pat.’”' 
“Do you refer to Senator Patrick H. Mc- 
Carren?"’ a bystander asked. 

“Jess’' so. How did you guess it?” Dev- 
ery asked laughing. 

“That fellow McGutre is talking about 
me and the ‘ Red Light’ District,’’ Devery 
continued. ‘Why, he is so green that he 


would walk along the street and see a red! 


light in front of a restaurant and imagine 
rene ony 4 terrible was going on inside. I 
will give him the name of ‘ Red Light Jim.’ 
Let him go back to Syracuse and tell the 
people what he did with all the money he 
spent when Mayor. Tl@y don’t want no 
more of ‘Red Light Jim’ in Syracuse, and 
he ought to go and join his friend, Gaynor, 
in Canada.”" 

Then Devery announced that he had 
positive knowledge that Frank S. Good- 
win is ready to go over to John C. Shee- 
han and the Greater New York Democracy. 
He said: 

“Now the voung men in the district who 
believe in the organization can cut. loose 
from that fellow Goodwin. He is an 
grate, anyway. I want him to call a meet- 
ing of the Seymour Club, and I want‘ té 
ask the privilege of going before the Good- 
win men—just the few who are left—and 
making a speech. I will tell them plain 
what this fight is about in the Ninth.” 

There was an enthusiastic Devery meet- 
ing from a truck at Twenty-ninth Street 
and Bighth Avenue last night.

ment without interference from organiza- 
tions of men who have no right to control 
his freedom. of action. 

“Finally the claim of the United Mine 
Workers’ Organization to coritrol the en- 
tire coal industry of the country is based 
upon an impracticable idea. Very little 
knowled is necessary to show that the 
coal regions of the United States differ so 
much from each other that the policy 
which is adapted to one is utterly unsuited 
to another. 


CONDITIONS NOT UNIFORM. 


** Moreover, the various mines differ from 
each other in conditions, requiring careful 
adjustment in the wages of labor, and in 
some respects in the hours necessary to 
keep them in working order. All that a 


National organization could possibly do 
would be to support the claim of workmen 
who for any reason are dissatisfied with 
the conditions which prevail in any par- 
ticular location or mine. But to call a gen- 
eral instead of a local strike when a local 
grievance is not adjusted in a satisfactory 
way is an outrage of such vast proportions 
that it cannot for one moment be tolerated 
by a free people. a 

‘“* Moreover, in this day of free discussion 
and the publicity of all the facts through 
the newspapers there is no possibility that 
any coal operator could or would resist de- 
mands which are founded upon justice. The 
coal mines are all under official inspec- 
tions, generally by officers who sympathize, 
and properly so, with the miners. a real 
grievance, therefore, will not~ only be 
promptly made known, but will be as 
promptly redressed when the questions at 
issue are discussed with good temper and 
free from the passions which are excited 
by a general strike throwing thousands of 
men out of employment. 

“The consequences of such strikes are so 
disastrous, not merely to the parties direct- 
ly concerned, but to the whole community, 
that every effort should be made as soon as 
the existing strike has been called off and 
the. excitement is abated, to prevent by 
appropriate legislation ‘the recurrence of 
such calamitous conflicts whereby every- 
body is-injured and no one is benefited. 


LEGISLATION IS SUGGESTED. 


“The enactment of such legislation will 
not be attended with more difficulty than 
in thé case of other disputes now regulated 
by law and subject to the adjudication of 
the courts, when the miners shall realize 
that they are making war upon their own 
rights, secured by centuries of conflicts 


and sacrifices and that a present victory 
will result in depriving them of all person- 
al freedom. Such disastrous conflicts will 
cease .to recur and arbitration may then 
well be invoked to settle local disputes. 

““The hope of the working classes in the 
future as in the past for better conditions 
rests upon personal liberty and the secur- 
ity of-preperty. The English-speaking min- 
ers.understand this proposition perfectly 
well, but for the time being they are pow- 
erless inthe presence of bad leadership and 
the state of terror which prevails in the 
coal region, subjecting them to obloquy, 
violence, and death, by which unwilling ac- 
quiescence is enforced. 

‘What is wanted to end this destructive 
conflict is not arbitration, but the stern 
repression of violence and the assured pro- 
tection of the miners who desire to carn 
Rg ae ae for themselves and their fam- 
illes. 

‘To this protection they are entitled, and 
the Government which fails to afford it is 
a reproach to republican institutions. 

**The demand for arbitration comes with 
an ill-grace from a leader who began the 
conflict with an order calling on the engi- 
neers, firemen, and pump men to abandon 
their ta8k, thus exposing the mines to Utter 
ruin, .If this order had been obeyed the 
resumption of work would have. been in- 
definitely porpenes and the helpless vic- 
tims of this desperate ‘expedient redtced 
to hopeless poverty. ‘To rule or ruin’ is 
not a policy which commends itself to the 
American people who belleve in the olc- 
fashioned rule that he who demands cquity 
must first do equity.’’ 


STRIKERS’ PICKETS STOP 
NON-UNION MEN WORKING: 


All Avenues to the Coltieries’ Are Pa- 
troilled—A Policeman Stabbed, 
and Cases of Shooting. 


TAMAQUA, Penn., Aug. 25.—Not since 
the inauguration of the anthracite coal 
miners’ strike have the United Mine Work- 
ers had so many pickets patrolling the Pan- 
ther Creek Valley as was the case to-day. 
Every road and path leading to the col- 
lieries was guarded in an effort to per- 
suade the non-union men not to go to 
work, No new recruits were added to the 
working force and quite a number “were 
turned back. 

The extra vigilance was due to the ru- 
mor that it is the intention of the Lehigh 
Coal and Navigation Company to cut coal 
as soon as sufficient men can be secured. 


HAZLETON, Penn., Aug. 25.—August 
Sheuch, fifty-six years old, a special police- 
man in the service of the Lehigh Valley 
Coal Company, was assaulted and stabbed 
on the outskirts of the city to-day while 
attempting to rescue his son William, a 
non-union workman employed at the com- 
pany’s No. 40 colliery, from @ mob of about 
3,000 strikers. 

Sheuch, who lives in this city, walked 
from his home toward the colliery, and thus 
fell into the hands of the pickets. Most of 
the clothing was torn from his back in the 
struggle which followed. When Sheuch's 
father rushed to his aid the mob set upon 
the elder Sheuch, who was finally rescued 
by a mine foreman and removed to the 
miners’ hospital. His wounds are not se- 


rious. 
The effort to prevent work at the mine 
was successful. 


POTTSVILLE, Penn., Aug. 25.—George 
Wheatley, an outside foreman at _ the 
Brookside Colliery of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron Company, is under 
$1,000 bail charged with shooting George 
Searar, aged nineteen years, of Tower 
City. 

Wheatley says he was followed through 
the streets by a crowd of strikers and their 
sympathizers, who jeered and hooted him. 
Becoming enraged, he drew a revolver and 
fired into the crowd. The bullet took effect 
in Searer’s leg. Wheatley has been a mine 
boss for a number of years. 

SCRANTON, Penn., Aug. 25.—Frank 
Decker, one of the guards employed by the 
Temple Iron Company at the Edgerton 
colliery, was to-day placed under $2,000 
bonds on the charge of shooting Foreman 
Connelly and Forrest Crossman last Mon- 
day night. Up to the present time the be- 
lief had been general that the shooting was 
done by the strikers. Crossman says he 
believes Decker shot believing Connolly 
and himself were strikers intent on mis- 
chief. 


STRIKE’S POLITICAL EFFECT. 


Republicans May Lose Votes of Ne- 
in Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—A novel view 
of the political effect of the coal strike is 
expressed to-day by Senator Scott of West 
Virginia. He thought the strike might hurt 
the Republicans a little in Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia—not that votes would 
be influenced against the party by the 
sttike, but that the Republicans would 


lose the votes of colored miners and others 
who-had gone from Pennsylvania and Wes: 
Virginia to other States. 

“The negro workman is somewhat tim- 
id,’ said Senator. Scott, ‘and when he is 
threatened if he takes the places of strik- 
ers in the coal fields or wants to go back 
to work in the coal mines he becomes 
frightened and emigrates to some other 
State in search of work. This will loge us 
some strength this Fall. 

“Other than this Republican prospects 
were never better. The people are in a 
splendid condition in a business and finan- 
clal way and highly satisfied with the way 
things are going.”’ 
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Gen. Gobin Expects Strike to Last. 

SHENANDOAH, Penn., Aug. 25.—Gen. 
Gobin sald to-day that he does not see any 
signs of a settlement of the coal strike.

Mr. Croker’s ‘ex-Deputy Returns to Town 
to Carry On the Fight Against 
Charles F. Murphy—lIndications 
of Method Used in Transfers. 


John F. Carroll returned yesterday toe 
the city after a sojourn of about two 
months at Saratoga. His return marked 
the beginning of active open hostilities be+ 
tween Mr. Carroll, who for years was prace 
tically the leader of Tammany Hall, as the 
deputy of Richard Croker, and Charles F. 
Murphy, at presérit a triumvir, who has 
aspirations to be the leader of Tammany 
Hall. 


The feeling between the factions in the 
Wigwam has become more bitter during the 
past week, and charges of fraud are being 
made, with the production of alleged evi- 
dence to sustain the assertions. 

The Sullivan-Murphy contingent is waging 
war on John F. Carroll and the leaders 
who stood by him in. the contest which 
took place soon after the resignation of 
Lewis Nixon, as Tammany leader. The Cars 
roll followers in his Assembly district have 
been examining into the list of voters trans- 
ferred into their district for primary pure 
poses. They declare that many evidenced 
of fraud have been discovered, and that 
efforts are to be made to keep the “ fldat- 
ers"’ transferred into the district from vot< 
ing in the primaries. 

The Carroll leaders. exhibited last even- 
ing a copy of the list of transfers fron, 
other districts. ‘Thé record shows that ‘in 
nearly every instance residents of Charles 
F. Murphy's east side district, not far 
from the famous ‘‘'Gas*Honuse District,” 
have been transferred in bulk up town. 

In one house it svas, discoygred that more 
than thirty men .were -transferred from 
Leader Murphy's bailiwick into that of 
Mr. Carroll. The owners of the houses in 
which the ‘ floaters’’ are alleged to be 
staying have been notified, and in three 
cases last evening tenants were ejected. 

A notary Reng wha was a-resident of 
Charles F. Murphy's district, was trans- 
ferred into the Carroll district, and :t is. 
said that he took with him into the house 
in which he now claitns-to Hve more than 
a dozen men fromthe Murphy district, 
An examination of the transfer blanks in- 
dicates that the signatures are in the same 
handwriting, and it is said that the hand-~ 
writing is that of the notary. 

There have been 428 transfers into the 
Carroll stronghold since May, and of that 
number nine-tenths have come from the 
Murphy district. The followers of John:I*. 
Carroll declare. that the transfers are 
fraudulent and déféctive and should be re- 
jected. Lawyers wi!l be retained and pros- 
ecutions may be begun in criminal courts 
against the alleged ‘’ floaters.”’ 

‘John F. Carroll said tast evening that he 
is ready for the contest, but_he_ refused to 
discuss the details of the fight in hfs dis-

The ques- 
tion was raised twice in the House of 
Lords, and on each occasion the Govern- 
ment’s representative, the Earl of Onslow, 
declared that nothing definite had been 
done. 

On Aug. 5 Lord Killanin asked the Gov- 
ernment whether it had any information 
Tegarding the proposed line, and, if so, 
whether the Government would take into 
consideration the advisability of choosing 
for a termina} port some place on the west 
Coast of Ireland. 

Lord Onslow, Under Secretary for the 
Colonial Office, said he had no doubt that 
the claims of the west coast of Ireland 
would be taken into consideration, but he 
believed there were other ports of the 
United Kingdom which claimed equal con- 
sideration. If those interested in the vari- 
ous ports would come together “the Gov- 


ernment would be glad to form a ring 
round and see a fair fight out.” 

Two days later the Marl of Meath ac-

MANY FAILURES IN RUSSIA. 


Leading Industries in an Unsatisfactory 
Condition—Of Companies Formed 
in Twenty Years, Two-fifths 
Are Bankrupt.

LONDON, Aug. 26.—The Times's corre- 
spondent at Odessa draws attention to 
the unsatisfactory state of many of the 

leading industries of Russia. 

Of the companies formed in the course 
of the last twenty years to exploit the 
resources of the country, says the corre- 
spondent, fully two-fifths are néw bank- 
rupt. The pioneer companies, having an 
unexplored field and a home demand 
equal to the supply. have generally been 
successful. The later syndicates, how- 
ever, lacking an outlet either at home or 
abroad, have mostly failed. 

The correspondent says that the pro- 
tection scheme of M. de Witte (the 
Finance Minister) has not proved suc- 
cessful, home consumers refusing not to 
deal with foreign concerns. The inade- 
quate company laws of Russia, which 
permit swindles, are partly responsible 
for the many collapses. 

The prospects for improved conditions 
are not rosy, says the correspondent. 

A well-known South Russian financier 
estimates the loss in recent years at 
1,000,000,000 rubles, (about $500,000,000). 
He regards the absénce of industrial or- 
ganization in Russia as the chief obstacle 
to progress, and says that the existing 
company regulations demand complete 
revision.

ECONOMIC SITUATION. 





London Times Declares that It Is Not 
Entirely Free from Disquiet- 
ing Features.

LONDON, Aug. 26.—In an editorial 
article to-day The Times says that the 
economic situation in, the United States 
is watched by business men in Europe 
with the keenest interest. 

It is safe to say, declares The Times, 
that the amount lent by Europe on short 
loan to the United States is now larger 
than ever, though at the same time 
there has been an enormous reduction in 
the amount of external American in- 
debtedness in the form of bonds and 
shares held in Europe. 

The United States, the editorial goes 
on to say, has grown richer in the last 
five years, and its commercial credit is 
good, though perhaps not quite so good 
as a year ago. It appears that the good 
harvest this year has removed the dan- 
ger of trouble arising from the great 
consolidation policy undertaken by the 
Morgans and others, but the actual sit- 
| uation is not entirely free from disquiet- 
ing features, in view of the large in- 
debtedness to Europe and the weak con- 
dition of the New York associated banks, 

Respecting J. Pierpont Morgan's 
schemes, The Times says the judicious 
fear their possible breakdown owing to 
their own weight, while some people fear 
that the Morgans will succeed in seizing 
the whole trade of the world. But neither 
evil is to,be looked for yet. Neverthe- 
less, if America is subject, like the rest 
of the world, to the.laws of economics, 
the present state of things cannot go on 
forever. However great his resources 
may be, they will not save their owner

ARCTIC EXPEDITION 


Explorer Baldwin Superseded by 
New Commander. 


Identity Not Revealed by the Supporter 
of the Enterprises—Party on Board 
the Relief Ship Sent to Franz 
Josef Land. 


William Ziegler, the promoter of arctic 
exploration, whose life aim is the discovery 
of the north pole by an expedition equipped 
by him, confirmed last evening at his coun- 
try home, at Noroton, Conn., a report that 
the relief ship Frithjof, which is believed 
to be at Franz Josef Land, carried an ex- 
pedition party whose work will be distinct 
from anything that Evelyn Briggs Bald- 
win may do. 

The Frithjof party, 


Mr. Ziegler said, is 


| under the command of a thoroughly com- 


petent man, whose indentity he is not at 
present ready to reveal, and those with him 
constitute a staff in whom the commander 


' may rely. 


Referring to the superseding of Baldwin, 
Mr. Ziegler said: 

“If everything has gone well 
Frithjof party they are now in Franz 
Josef Land. They will pass the Winter 
there, after establishing themselves as far 
They will not wait 
for Baldwin, but will make their expedi- 
tion independently under the man I have 
chosen to lead them.. If they reach the 
pole, well and good. The man who gets 
there is the man who will get the glory. 

“If the Frithjof reaches Camp Ziegler 
all right, and the new expedition starts 
next Spring, Baldwin will receive orders 
to proceed to Camp Ziegler as soon as he 
can next Summer. He will remain there 
through the Winter, and will go north to 
relieve the other expedition or to find the 
pole in the Spring of 1904. If things turn 
out that way, Baldwin's expedition will, in 
a sense, be a relief expedition for the one 
earried up on the Frithjof.

Mr. Ziegler added that he always had two 
strings to his bow in his arctic promotings, 
and Baldwin had been only one of them. 

Discussing Baldwin's return and his fail- 
ure, Mr. Ziegler said that since Aug. 1 he 
has had enough time to send in writing 
full particulars of what his expedition did. 
All that he has done so far, Mr. Ziegler 
added, has been to send several vague and 
unsatisfactory cable messages, not full 
and proper reports. 

Mr. Ziegler placed W. S. Champ with the 
Frithjof exploring party, and he is unable 
to understand why he has no news of him. 
Mr. Champ left New York on July 1 to take 
the Frithjof to Camp Ziegler, Alger Island, 
Franz Josef Land, from Tromsoe. Baldwin 
has said that he left word at Camp Ziegler 
to come back immediately, and he has had 
time enough to make the voyage twice. Mr. 
Champ should, on arriving at Norway re- 
ceive instructions from Mr. Ziegler, for 
whom he acted as confidential secretary, 
and make a full investigation of Baldwin's 
course. If Baldwin, on the other hand, re- 
spects Mr. Ziegler's instructions, he will, if 
Mr. Champ is not heard of by Sept. 15, go 
with the America in search of him with the 
Frithjof.

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MAYOR DILLON’S RULE | Sescz" 
IN NEW ROCHELLE 


Expert Accountants Report Their 
Findings to Taxpayers. 


Bonds Freely issued,-Unwarranted Im- 
provements Made, Extravagance 
Abounded, indications of Cor- 
ruption Not Lacking. 


The neighboring city of »>New Rochelle 
furnishes a short story in municipal cor- 
ruption. The truth has been brought to 
light by the intelligent and patriotic serv- 
ices of Mr. Columbus O'D. Iselin. Nearly a 
year ago Mr. Iselin, being one of the large 
taxpayers of the young city, made up his 
mind to ascertain its financial standing. 
Large amounts of bonds had been issued; 
signs of extravagance abounded; indica- 
tions of corruption on the part of city of- 
ficers were not lacking; unwarranted and 
expensive improvements, so-called, were 
being made. Every decent citizen suspect- 
€d, or believed, that the government of the 
new city, which was chartered April 25, 
1899, was plundering the taxpayers. On 
the 12th of October, 1901, Michael J. Dillon, 
then Mayor and a candidate for re-election, 
invited Mr. Iselin to examine the city’s 
books, either personally or by his agents. 
This invitation was accepted by Mr. Iselin 
on the 14th. 

It was soon made evident to Mr. 
that Dillon was disappointed in the char- 
acter of the investigation which was being 
thoroughly conducted by Haskins & Sell, 
certified accountants of New York City. 
He intimated to Mr. Iselin, whom he seemed 
to have regarded as his friend and Demo- 
cratic co-partisan, that he supposed that 
the report would be simply to the effect 
that the bonds of the city had been properly 
issued, and that the city’s cash, having 
been counted, was found correct, as report- 
ed by Dillon. He did not expect a real ex~- 
amination, and felt injured by Mr. Iselin’s 
honest zeal. At the election in November 
he was defeated Henry 8S. Clarke, his 
Republican opponent, and two days after 
election he refused to permit the examina- 
tion to proceed. After some characteristic 
and stupid horse-play by the Common 
Council, Mr. Iselin applied for a mandamus 
to compel Dillon to permit him to proceed, 
but this application was denied by Justice 
Marean, and it was not until Mr. Clarke's 
administration assumed charge of affairs 
that Mr. Iselin’s experts were able to com- 
plete their task. 

Dillon was the first Mayor of New Ro- 
chelle. For many years he had been a sus- 
pect, and although for most of his life he 
had fattened at the public crib, he had at 
last became so greatly discredited that he 
was out of office for several years. A year 
before his election Mayor, however, he 
was chosen Supervisor of the town. His 
Conduct in this office had naturally been 
such that his nomination of himself for 
Mayor (for he cont rolled the local Demo- 
cratic machine) was generally regarded as 
an exhibition of hardihood and impudence. 
He was successful, however, mainly by 
reason of the follies, or worse, of some of 
his Republican opponents. Finally, it is a 
sufficient description of Dillon to say that 
he is a suburban Devery. 

Mr. Iselin’s report shows that Dillon ran 
the Government of New Rochelle on prin- 
ciples that even Tammany has of late years 
found two crude and dangerous. He and his 
crowd plundered the taxpayers. They paid 
no heed to the law. They kept their books 
after their own ignorant or vicious meth- 
ods. When the accountants began their 
task such books as existed were not bal- 
anced. It was discovered that some neces- 
sary books had not been kept, or had been 
made away with. The City Clerk, for ex- 
ample, apparently had no cash book. Vouch- 
ers were missing, and, as the accountants 
report, ‘‘ the records are otherwise incom- 
plete and in poor condition.’’ Notwith- 
standing all this, the accountants discov- 
ered sufficient to prove the existence of a 
very bad state of affairs. 

What did Dillon do? He was Mayor from 
the Spring of 1899 to the end of 1901. In 
that time he increased the indebtedness of 
the city, represented by bond and certifi- 
cates of indebtedness, from $653,091 to $1,- 
526,489. When he quitted office the amount 
of demand indebtedness accrued and un- 
paid was $38,000. Adding this to the bond 
and certificate debt, we have a total in- 
erease of debt in the sum of $911,758, more 
than $250,000 in excess of the total debt 
which had been contracted by the village 
of New Rochelle in the two centuries and 
more of its existence. 

The law requires the City Government 
to advertise for bids when it seeks to sell 
certificates of indebtedness for amounts 
in excess of $5,000. But Dillon did not 
like publicity; he sought to keep the tax- 

ayers in ignorance of the burden which 
Be Was energetically heaping upon them. 
Therefore, among others, eighteen lots of 
certificates ranging in amounts from $7, 103 

o $30,000, and aggregating more than $28 
000, were sold without advertisment for 
cae. and therefore in disobedience of the

Dillon's expenditures had 
the requirements of the 
little to the amount of 
to the city’s receipts. During his term of 
office the city received from taxes and 
other ordinary sources of revenue the sum 
of $897,940, and Dillon’s Government ex- 
pended $1, 199,788 for items*chargeable to 
revenue. It exhausted the cash balance 
of $37,034 which the city had taken over 
from the village on the 25th of April, 
1899, and it overdrew to the amount of 
$2,975. After deducting the certificates 
of indebtedness which it redeemed from 
those which it issued we find that certifi- 
cates were issued for expenses cha rgeable to 
revenue to the amount of $72,242. It also 
used for current expenses the premiums 
received from salary bonds. In other 
words, Dillon's Government expended what 
it pleased in defianee of the law, and ran 
in debt when its cash gave out, its cur- 
rent expenditures exceeding its current 
revenues by $143,915. 

Some of the items of the excess 
teresting. The budgets for these two years 
and ten months contemplated an expen- 
diture for streets and highways of §97,- 
718; the sum raised by taxation or assess- 
ment was $144,227, the amount expended 
was $151,370. The budget granted $52,861 
for street lighting; Dillon spent $65,715. 
No “‘rake-off’’ being possible from the 
water contract, the amount expended was 
about $4,000 less than the amount pro- 
vided for. Besides these excessive expen- 
ditures on ordina or revenue accounts 
Dillon’s Government made the following 
expenditures from income received from 
extraordinary or improvement accounts:

is that of salaries. Dillon was a good pro- 
vider for his friends and henchmen. The 
budget allowed the legal salaries, amount- 
in~ for the period to $34,700. The charges 
against this sum aggregated $32,447. But 
there is in those city accounts an item 
called ‘‘ General Fund,” which served a 
convenient purpose. Here we find a charge 
of $45,441 for salaries, making the total for 
salaries $77,888, or $43,188 more than the 
amount contemplated by law. Although 
the —, s books were ignorantly, or vicious- 
there was intelligence enough in 

Ve Di Di ee government to manipulate them. 
Still, there was seemingly not sufficient 
intelligence to manipulate them shrewdly. 
‘Dillon was possessed of enough folly to 

imagine that he could conceal his perform- 
ances by scattering his expenditures 
through various accounts, as he did with 
salaries, and as he did also in respect to 
payment for street sprinkling, which ap- 
pears in three different accounts. In one 
year, also, for some occult purpose, most of 
the expenditures by the Board of Health 
appear under the “ general fund.’ To this 
fund, too, and not to the proper account, 
was charged more than $13,000 for the fur- 
niture and heating apparatus for the City 
all. Authority was given to expend about 

,000 for this work; Dillon spent $40,-

Looking through the accounts as they 
are exposed by the report, we find that 
Dillon’s anxiety for his friends raised the 
total annual salaries of all kinds from $92,- 
969 in 1899 to $184,954. in 1901, a ttle more 
than double the first amount. The amount 
expended from revenue for highways was 
$15,370, and it would be difficult to dis- 
cover where one-third of that amount could 

ve been honestly employed. The amount 
oF debt incurred for street improvements 
wes $576,568, and it would be an exaggera- 


tion to say that as much as $300,000 worth 
of honest work was done. 

The following table shows the increase of 
taxation in consequence of Dillon's rule: 
Taxes of 1898.. . $252,462 
Taxes of 1899.. 382,802 
Taxes of 1900.. . 364,191 
Taxes of 1901. . 570,876 

During Dillon’ s administration the bonded 
debt increased 108.47 per cent.; the indebt- 
edness represented by certificates, 854.89 
per cent., and the total indebtedness, 133.78 
per cent. 

During Dillon's term John Koellmer was 
the Receiver of Taxes. His accounts show 
that he received from taxes, assessments, 
&c., the sum of $1,005,586, but that he ac- 
counted for only $i, 002,775, a deficiency of 
$2,811. In addition, ‘certain taxpayers hold 
receipts from Koelimer for the total sum of 
$4,65 and there are no credits for this 
amount on the duplicate sheets of the Col- 
lector’s books, showing a total shortage of 
$7,467. Deducting the sum of $1,367 on his 
salary account, Koellmer’s shortage is 
$6,100. This shortag: was confessed by him 
to Mayor Clarke and three others. He was 
indicted on one item. Notwithstanding his 
confession, he pleaded “* Not Guilty.”’ The 
jury found Koellmer not guiity, much .o 
the astonishment of the good or of 
New Rochelle—to such of them, that is, as 
did not realize that the jury could consider 
only the evidence present in regard to a 
single small sum of mcney. 

Dillon appointed Andrew J.. Selz as City 
Clerk. After the city election and Dil- 
len’s defeat, Belz paid three bills aggregat- 
ing $4,713. These bills were illegal, and 
were for services which Selz was bound to 
render for his reais. annual salary of 
$2,000. One of the bills, for $1,937, was not 
even audited by the Common Council. 
Selz, the Mayor, and some of the Alder- 
men were indicted. Selz was tried on the 
bill for $1,937. It was shown that he re- 
ceived the money; that he was not entitled 
to it, and the intent to rob the city was alsu 
further indicated by the fact that the bill 
was not presented to the Common Council. 
It was further shown that Selz iminedi- 
ately turned over the money to the city, 
and that he was short in his accounts to 
the amount of $5,865, and the presumption 
was not rebutted that the illegal charges 
against the city were concocted, the bills 
drawn, and the money collected and paid 
over to the C ity Treasurer for the purpose 
of making good this shortage. There was 
practically no defense. Again, the West- 
chester County jury brought in a verdict 
of not guilty, and Selz was set free—a re- 
sult that to some, at least, says much as 
to the prosecution’s presentation of the 
case. 

The District Attorney seems inclined td 
drop further prosecutions in these indict- 
ments. A plundered Westchester County 
city is apparently unable to secure justice. 

The rule of Dillon. however, is finished, 
and although he is doubtless making plans 
to return to power, it is to be hoped that 
he will be disappointed. The voters turned 
him out last Fall, and will probably keep 
him out. If they do otherwise they wiil 
prove themselves to be as degraded as the 
most degraded of the politicians who have 
preyéd upon them. They have something 
for their money; the taxpayers have borne 
their unjust burden, and taxation will 
in time, if all goes well, be reduced to its 
normal leve), The city has paved streets, 
for which it has paid a good deal too much, 
and Mr. Iselin’s report ought to convince 
its inhabitants that it is for their interest to 
ane Dillon and his kind out of power. 
If this be the result the experience, though 
costly, will be worth the money

PARIS TO NEW YORK BY LAND 


Building. of Railroad Through Bering 
Strait Found to be Comparatively 
Easy of Accomplishment. 


Harry de Windt, the famous traveler, 
who started from Paris on Dec. 19, 1901, 
for a long, roundabout journey to New 
York for the purpose of investigating the 
possibility of building a railroad between 
the two points by way of Siberia and the 
Bering Strait, arrived in this city 
terday and registered at the Imperial Ho- 
tel.

Khilkoff had assured him half laughingly 
that if he ever succeeded in making the 
crossing, the Prince would see to it that 
the railroad followed. Since the traveler

Mr. de Windt made a graphic recital of 
the perils and trials which he has under- 
gone since he left Paris 248 days ago. Sev- 
eral times, he declares, he felt that he had 
but a few hours to live, and at times so 
great were his sufferings that he had 
scarcely a desire for continued axistence. 

“We set out from Paris on Dec. 19,"’ he 
said, ‘“‘and went to Siberia by railway. 
From Irkutsk our party secured sledges 
and drove for 2,000 miles further into the 
frozen north. The post houses were 
forty miles apart, and all our nourishment 
was black bread and water. But that was 
only a tithe of the troubles to come. 

“It took us five months to reach Ver- 
koyansk, an = settlement where we 
spent two month From there we jour- 
neyed in a northeasterly direction 1,400 
miles to Srednipolymsk, and of this place 
I can give no adequate description. The 
worst stories which have ever been told or 
written of the life led by the exiles in the 
uttermost wilds of Siberia would form. no 
evagrgeration of what exists in this place. 
Suffice it to say that no convict, no mat- 
ter how hardy, ever lives more than four 
or five years, Mail or news of the 
ized world arrives once a year. The man 
or woman who goes to this settlement as 
a prisoner is as certainly dead to the world 
as though ascending the scaffold. 

‘We ran out of food here and suffered 
horribly. Finally, at the end of the two 
months, we secured dog teams and started 
through the Tchukchi country for Bering 
Strait. We were 
settlement at every hundred miles, but we 
drove on and on through the blinding snow 
for 500 miles. And then we came upon a 
wretched hut, where the mercury appalled 
us at 70 degrees below zero. 

“At the end of seven weeks we reached 
Bering Strait, and thought that the future 
could bring us nothing worse than the 
hardships we had already encountered. At 
this point we lived for several weeks with 
the filthiest people in the world. Our food 
was seal and walrus meat, and we were 
glad to get that. 

“Finally the Government cutter Thetis 
called by order of the Government and 
took us off. About five miles from Cape 
Prince of Wales we left the ship and 
started for land on ice which was moving 
at the rate of four miles an hour. It took

WHITMAN TO DEFEND TITLE 


American Expert Wins a Place in 
Championship Tennis Final. 


H. L. DOHERTY DEFEATS WARE 


One of English Brothers Expected to 
Default to Other, in Closing 
Piay at Newport. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWPORT, R. I., Aug. 25.—Another vic- 
tery was added to-day to the unbroken 
record of the famous English lawn tennis 
players. H. L. Doherty, the champion of 
England, won in three straight sets from 
the old-time Harvard player, Leo E. Ware. 
The result brings the Dohertys opposite 
each other in the semi-final round. On 
the American side Malcolm D, Whitman 
defeated the veteran Robert P. Huntington 
after losing the first set. The result of 
this match gives Whitman a place in the 
final. He will be opposed’ by one of the 
Dohertys, who are brought together in the 
semi-finals. It is known, however, that 
one of the brothers will default to the 
other, but which will be left to play against 
Whitman is not yet known, and probably 
will not be known until to-morrow morn- 
ing, when the game against Whitman is 
called. 

This will be the final match to determine 
the winner of the all-comers tournament. 
either Whitman or a Doherty. If Doherty 
wins he will challenge W. A. Larned for 
the championship and an interesting match 
will be played Wednesday for the National 
championship honors. If, however, Whit- 
man wins to-morrow he will default to 
Larned and leave him in undisputed pos- 
session of the championship. This was un- 
derstood to be Whitman’s intention on the 
start. He entered the tournament to de- 
fend the all-comers title from the English- 
men, and with no intention of playing again 
for the championship. Despite this early 
decision on the part of Whitman, it is 
not a popular one, and every effort is be- 
ing made to force him to compete in the 
championship match, so as not to rob the 
tennis season of one of its choicest bits of 
play. 

H. L. DOHERTY WAS WINNER. 


For the first time in the tournament the 
big match was late in going on the court, 
and Whitman and Huntington were well on 
their way to a finish before Ware and Do- 
herty got over the netting, tossed for 
choice, and began warming up. Ware se- 
lected court and Doherty took the open- 
ing service. The first game went to deuce, 
Doherty being just a bit unsteady on his 
He rallied, however, after the 
and won the game. Ware played 
the second very steadily and won at 15. 
The tennis in the third was magnificent, 
and Ware pretty effectually stopped Do- 
herty’s attempt at net work. On his own 
service, Doherty camped right at the net 
in the fifth, using the American short- 
angle shot.

Ware won the sixth prettily enough, but 
he then let up and hit soft, and the Eng- 
lishman took the next two games. When 
Ware won the tenth, playing grand tennis, 
the set went to deuce.

GLORIOUS RESULT OF THE WAR 
GAME. 

The crushing defeat of Commander 
PILLsBURY’s White Squadron proves that 
cur coasts are safe against the attack 
of a ten-knot enemy, provided the ocean 
will obligingly consent to baffle his strat- 
egy by opportune tumults. 

That must be the popular reading of 
the lesson of the war game. If profes- 
sionally or technically it has any other 
lesson we should like to know what it is. 
Commander PILLSBURY tried to’ get past 
Admiral HiGcGinson’s defense squadron 
and make some point on the coast with 
a fleet that could not exceed ten knots 
and keep together. He failed and was 
captured. Any enémy, a real enemy, 
who should head a ten-knot squadron 
against the coasts of this land of liberty 
would almost certainly be captured or 
destroyed.

CHINA AND AMERICA. 

The appointment of Mr. CHARLES 
DENBY, Jr., be “‘Chief Foreign Ad- 
viser”’ to the Viceroy of Pe-chi-li is an 
event of high significance. No doubt 
Mr. DenBy is personally acceptable to 
Yuan-Su1i-Kat, but the purport of the ap- 
pointment is far more National than per- 
sonal. It is precisely appointments of 
this kind that have been sought for 
themselves by the Powers which for a 
gencration has been plotting and plan- 
ning for the control of China. Such an 
appointment as that of Sir RoBERT HART 
to superintend the customs was a dis- 
tinct triumph British diplomacy, 
which has not since British attention 
was withdrawn from China enjoyed many 
such triumphs. During the last few 
years successes of the kind involved in 
the appointment of a “ Resident Ad- 
viser”’ have gone rather to Russia. The 
irruptions of Germany into China have 
not been within the diplomatic sphere. 

The privilege of appointing one of their 
citizens to advise the Viceroy of Pe- 
chi-li concerning his foreign relations 
may or may not have been sought by 
England, Russia, or Germany. But we 
may be quite sure that it would have 
been eagerly accepted by any one of 
them. The incumbent has a legitimate 
opportunity, by means of it, of serving 
the commercial and political interests of 
his own country. In our case the two 
are identical, since we-have no political 
interests in China excepting our com- 
mercial interests. In its relations to the 
outside world Pe-chi-li, by reason of con- 
taining both the capital and the port of 
the capital, is by far the most important 
province of the Chinese Empire, It has 
been throughout the recent disturbances, 
and it is likely to be for some time to’ 
the scene and the object of all

That an American should have been 


chosen for the very important work of 
informing and advising the Viceroy of 
such a province respecting his attitude 
toward the outer world is a very gratify- 
ing thing. It is the first tangible Result 
of the appreciation by China of the 
course which we have persistently pur- 
sued toward her from the time when the 
State Department came under its pres- 
ent head. We have had repeated verbal 
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testimonials from Chinese sources, the 
latest from a visiting Chinese Prince, of 
gratitude for our moderation and for- 
bearance when we are almost alone 
among the Western powers in the ex- 
hibition of those qualities; for our early 
and steadfast and at last successful op- 
position to any impairment of the terri- 
torial integrity of China; for our strict 
adherence to the laws of civilized war- 
fare when we were compelled to fight in 
order to effect the rescue of our im- 
periled legationers in Peking; for our re- 
fusal to proclaim or admit that we were 
at war with the Chinese Government; 
for the “justice and kindness” with 
which, after the relef was effected, the 
American garrison treated“ the Chinese 
inhabitants in the quarter of Peking 
under American occupation, a quarter 
which the Chinese proceeded to over- 
populate by depopulating quarters under 
other military occupation. The appoint- 
ment of Mr. Densy is the translation 
into practice of these expressionsof grati- 
tude. It demonstrates anew that go@d- 
will is a valuable national asset in inter- 
national affairs. It indicates that the 
natural effect of the persecuting action of 
Congress has been not merely neutral- 
ized but overcome by the enlightened be- 
havior of our diplomatic naval and mili- 
tary representatives. It indicates that 
if Congress could be brought to a more 
civilized view of our relations with China 
and the Chinese, those relations might 
be very greatly enlarged to the advan- 
tage of both countries. 


A LESSON IN CIVICS.

For who 
says “I am glad to see regulars any-

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where,” obviously means that it would de- 


light him to see them’ everywhere. 
The exact equality of the two expres- 
sions will leap to the eyes of those cor- 
respondents who instantly discovered that 
when we pointed out the likeness between 
the speeches made in Broome Street and 
those delivered in Ashfield, we disclosed our 
“hatred of free speech and our yearning for 
the stern and effective suppression of all 
criticism of the Government. Others will 
see it later. Of course, what the President 
wants is to see regulars everywhere. Why 
else should he be glad to see them any- 
where? And, if he wants to see them 
everywhere, it is beyond question that he 
aims at the establishment of a ‘military 
despotism and the ultimate extension of his 
arbitrary sway over the whole world. The 
prospect is so utterly hideous that if we 
had time we would shed over it the bitter 
tear. 


——Mr. JAMES HOULEHAN, who, we learn 
from—or at least read in—a Toledo dis- 
pateh published by The Cincinnati En- 
quirer, is ‘‘an inventor of note and invent- 
ed the automatic device for calling ‘ Cen- 
tral’ now used on all telephones,”’ is des- 
tined to thunder down the ages with more 
noise than any other mortal ever made. 
He is, that is, if one can believe the rest 
of the dispatch. For it says that “Mr. 
HOULEHAN has found out how to turn the 
energy of a permanent magnet into the 
production of continuous or retary motion 
—indeed, has patented ‘‘a form of perma- 
nent magnet in which there is no zero 
point or dead centre.’’ That is not quite 
clear, or at any rate is not quite scientific, 
but perhaps Mr. HOULEHAN was not queted 
accurately, He says—or is said to have 
said—in explaining his invention: ae’ 
horseshoe-shaped piece of steel can be 
magnetized in a few seconds by an electric 
current of a few amperes from a battery 
oradynamo. And the amount of electrical 
energy used is ridiculously small, but the 
magnet so made can lift many pounds of 
iron in contact or a less without contact; 
and, stranger still, the exercise of this 
power strengthens the magnet. This mys- 
tery of the magnet has never been solved. 
All that I claim is that I have discovered a 
method whereby itS ‘pull’ on a piece of 
iron can be made to produce rotary motion. 
By this means it is possible to use the mag- 
net’s foree in the driving of machinery or 
other application of power. It is not a 
storage or reacting device like a _ steel 
spring which, when it is wound up, gives 
back approximately the force required in 
winding, but no more... The magnet resem- 
bles a spring that when you wind it keeps 
wound up, giving out its force indefinite- 
ly.’’ That is most enjoyable, and its most 
pleasing feature is Mr. HOULEHAN'§ care- 
ful avoidance of the words “ perpetual 
motion.”’ Not one of the innumerable 
geniuses who, in the past, have invented 
springs that did work and still remained 
wound up has shown such self-r@straint 
as this. In their glee at performing the im- 
possible they have always used the fatal 
phrase, and after that they were heard no 
more. Mr. HOULEHAN is different. He has 
not discovered ‘‘ perpetual motion’’; he 
has only turned the pull of a magnet into 
continuous and endless rotary motion. He 
is a great man—if he has done it. 


——-Under the rules of the game, of

been an alternative to surrender—there 
would have been the alternative of fight- 
ing until victory was won or there was 
nothing left to surrender. Our navy has 
not forgotten the man who set its stand- 
ards in the beginning—that JOHN PAUL 
Jones who is called a pirate bY Mr. Kipr- 
LING and other persons whose ancesturs 
disapproved of JOHN PAUL'’g@obstinacy, and 
avenged his success by the Bay means that 
den came to hand. It seems to us that 
the formalities of acknowledged defeat 
might well have been left out of the naval 
sports. Our sailors need no practice in that 
part of their profession, and the cere- 
mony, as performed on the deck of the 
Admiral's flagship, was not an exhilarating 
spectacle. It would have been just as easy 
to let the attempt at invasion end with 
a supposititious annihilation of the hestile 
squadron. That would have lent the sim- 
ulacrum of glory to failure, instead of car- 
rying it to the bitter end of humiliation. 


—It would be extremely interesting to 
know just how much greater profits were 
secured on those 1,179 cattle and 1,398 
sheep that were shipped to England from 
Portland, Me., on Saturday, than would 
have been obtained by selling the animals 
in this country. The operations of which 
this shipment is one have an obvious bear- 
ing on the current allegations that the 
present high prices of meat afe entirely 
the result of the scarcity of live stock in 
the West and South. The packers deciare 
not only that they sympathize with Ameri- 
can consumers and would-be consumers of 
meat, but that they suffer with them, be- 
ing unable to make a cent while prices re- 
main as they are. And yet they are in- 
dulging in record shipments of cattle to 
foreign lands! There js something m@yste- 
rious in this. American manufacturers, 
whether of meat or anything else, are ac- 
customed to seek foreign markets for their 
goods only when they cannot dispose of 
all their product here without an incon- 
venient reduction of prices. But the meat 
men want prices to comé down, and yet 
they are sending cattle abroad in cargoes 
unusually great! Somehow the facis and 
the statements do not hang together.

And further, 
Mr. Baer, if the Attorney General of Penn- 
sylvania were to invoke the doctrine of 
ultra vires and institute a proceeding to 
stop your company from meddling in other 
business and take over your coal lands as 
forfeited to the State, what would the robin 
do then, poor thing? 

You have pitched your tune too high, Mr. 
Baer. The people still have rights.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—The total value 
of the precious metals produced by the 
United States in 1901 amounted to $111,- 
795,100, which was $1,964,100, or 2 per 
cent. less than the yield for 1900, accord- 
ing to the report of the Director of the 
Mint, George E. Roberts. ~

Ten of the nineteen States and Terri- 
tories yielding gold showed an,increased 
production—California leading with $1,075,-. 
200, an increase due entirely to the normal 
development of the mining industry. Ne- 
vada showed the material gain of $957,600, 
which came largely from the newly discov- 
ered camp of Tanapah, in Nye County, 
South Dakota also made a gain of $301,900; 
Idaho, $144,600, and Oregon, $123,400. : 

The greatest decrease—amounting to 
$1,285,300—was in Alaska. This was due 
to the lateness of the sedson, which de- 
layed the opening of the placers and to 
litigation, which interfered with the devel- 


opment of the industry. Colorado’s pro- 
duction diminished $1,135,900, a fact ex- 
plained by the decline in the grade of ores 
extracted, the tonnage having increased. 

_The silver yield for 1901 amounted to 
55,214,000 ounces, of the commercial value 
of $33,128,400, which was 2,433,000 ounces, 
or 5 per cent. less than it was in 1900.

Nevada, New Mexico, and Washington 
also made substantial gains. The produc- 
tion of Colorado, owing to the decline in 
the grade of ores extracted, feil off 2,046,- 
100 fine ounces, while Montana's yield di- 
minished 1,063,700 ounces; Idaho's, 886,200, 
and South Dakota's, 458,200. 


STATISTICS ON ILLITERACY. 


Census Shows Better Average in Large 
Cities than in the Rest of the Country. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—The Census 
Office to-day issued a preliminary report 
on illiteracy among men of voting age in 
city and country. districts in the census 
year 1900. The report includes under the 
term “illiterate’’ those who can neither 
read nor write, and also a small number 
who can read. but cannot write. 

In the United States as a whole, exclud- 
ing Alaska and Hawaii, the male popula- 
tion of at least tweifty-one years of age 
and living in cities having at least 25,000 
inhabitants was 5,885,644, of whom 339,228, 
or 6 per cent., were reported as illiterate. 
In the rest of the country the number of 
men of voting age Was 15,248,655, of whom 
1,949,247, or 13 per cent., were reported as 
illiterates. 

These figures indicate that illiteracy 
among adult males is less than half as 


prevalent. in the large cities as it is in the 
rest of the United States. The difference, 
the report says, is due largely tothe fact 
that the urban population of the country 
is massed in the Northern and Western 
States, and illiteracy is less frequent there 
than in other parts of the country. 

The report continues: ‘‘ As the difference 
between the large cities and the rest of the 
country in the Northern States is affected 
by the presence in the cities of large num- 
bers of illiterate immigrants, so in the 
Southern States the same difference may be 
oe by the presence of the negro pop- 
ulation.”’ 


CUBAN MINISTER’S RESIGNATION. 


Senor Terry Refuses to Withdraw It— 
Senor de Castro May Succeed Him. 


HAVANA, Aug. 25.—Emilio Terry, who 
presented his resignation of the post of Sec- 
metary of Agriculture a week ago, has de- 
cided not to reconsider his action, and will 
sail for Paris next Monday. 

Fernando de Castro, a rich planter, is 
strongly recommended for the position va- 
cated by Sefior Terry. Although Sefior de 
Castro was opposed to President Palma in 
the Presidential campaign, he has many 
friends among Government officials, and 
he has been most popular with the people 
since Havana was blockaded by an Amer- 
ican fleet at the time of the war with 
Spain, when, as Civil Governor of the city, 
he spent thousands of dollars to alleviate 
the sufferings of its inhabitants. Sefiores 


Campos and Carrero are also mentioned for 
the post of Secretary of Agriculture. 

A banquet was given to Sefior Terry at 
Cienfuegos last night./ In the course of an 
address Sefior Terry said the only way to 
save the country was for all factions to 
unite in maffhtaining a conservative policy. 
He eulogized President Palma and the:’Sen- 
ate, but said the House of Representatives 
was wasting its time over frivolous mat- 
ters. Sefior Terry predicted a great future 
for Cuba. 


Havana Dock Strike Probably Ended. 

HAVANA, Aug. 25.—Representatives of 
the striking dock laborers and their em- 
ployers were in conference all day to-day. 
An agreement was reached to pay laborers 


discharging coal at the rate of 30 cents a 
ton, instead of by the day. The strikers 
will probably return to work to-morrow. 


JAIL FOR MANILA JOURNALISTS. 


Dorr and O’Brien Sentenced to Six 
Months’ Imprisonment. 


MANILA, Aug. 25.—Frederick Dorr, pro- 
prietor, and Edward O’Brien, editor of 
Freedom, have each been sentenced to six 
months in Bilibid Prison and fined $1,000 
for libeling Benito Legarda, a native mem- 
ber of the Civil Commission, by publishing 
a certain article in Freedom. 

Dorr and O’Brien have also been con- 


victed of sedition, but have not yet been 
sentenced on this count.

half the bulkhead space would be left open 
as before. Yet, Mr. Pangburn says, the 
Dock Department recently granted a per- 
mit for the balance of the bulkhead for a 
dirt dump, and the entire balance is at the 
present time shut out from public use. 

Continuing, Mr. Pangburn alleges that the 
Dock Department has not only failed to 
give any relief, but has taken away the 
greater part of the room formerly in use, 
and adds: 

Of all the promises which have been made to 
us from time to time, the only one which was 
ever kept was that the bulkheads at Barrow and 
Perry Streete would be kept open as public docks 
for the use of all small vessels. This was done 
up to a short time ago, when you granted per- 
mits for the Perry Street bulkhead to individual 
interests for their exclusive use, so that it is no 
longer a public dock or open for public use. 

At the present moment between Canal and 
Gansevoort Streets the only open berth in this 
district is the small bulkhead at Barrow Street, 
which can only accommodate one boat at a time. 
IDvery second day one of the steamboats at the 

ier takes up part of this bulkhead, and there 
8 also a small raft for renting rowboats tied up 
there. During snowy weather this bulkhead is 
used for dumping snow, and at such times 
there would be absolutely no place to unload our 
goods in this district. 


Commissioner Hawkes, in conversation 
with a New York Times reporter yester- 
day, said that Mr. Pangburn had been mis- 
informed, and that alterations and im- 
provements being made by the department 
would materially increase public dockage 
facilities on the lower west side. 

In a letter sent to Mr. Pangburn by Mr. 
Hawkes yesterday the latter wrote: 


The berth occupied by the ice bridge at the foot 
of Perry Street is only a permit and not a lease; 
@ temporary permit has been granted to unload 
cellar dirt at the northerly end of the bulkhead, 
this being neceesary owing to the excavations 
being made for cellars of buildings in process 
of construction in your neighborhood. The plat- 
form in front of the bulkhead will be completed 
within a few days and this will add to the facili- 
ties referred to and again relieve the bulkhead, 
where the facilities have in fact been increased 
by the removal of the structures adjacent to 
the White Star sheds, 

In regard to the bulkhead at the foot of Bar- 
row Street, this bulkhead has been occupied as 
an open bulkhead for the use of local trade in 
the neighborhood, and it is the intention of this 
department to continue it as an open bulkhead 
for such purpose, 

In dition to the above I might add that the 
department has within the last two months re- 
stored the pier at the foot of West Seventeenth 
Street for commercial purposes and that pier is 
now maintained as an open — for general 
wharfage. In addition to this, the piers at West 
Kighteenth, West Nineteenth, and West Twen- 
tieth Streets are still devoted to the sume pur- 


pose.

COTTON.—The direction of 
more pesitively upward than at any time since 
the bull movement in, and at the close the 
best figures of the session were in vogue. On 
the curb January sold at 8.14, this being 61 
points above the point at which the bulls start- 
ed their operations The market opened firm, 
with prices 1 to 5 points higher, this being in di- 
rect contrast to the ruling of the English mar- 
ket, which was barely ‘4 to 1% points higher, 
whereas a rise of 214 points had been anticipat- 
ed The local trade, however, overlooked the 
cable news and was influenced by alarming crop 
reports from many parts of the belt, though 
notably from Texas, where continued high tem- 
perature and rapid dsterioration surely did not 
indicate 2 bumper yield. The central and east- 
ern sections of the belt complained of insuffi- 
cient moisture, while the condition was said to 
be dropping off day by day with shedding and 
rust unusually severe. Soon after the call the 
bull element, led by the Wall Street operator 
so censpicuous for some time of late, bid the 
whole list higher, giving special attention to the 
Winter .options. Liverpool was obliged to yield 
a little from its bearish ideas, and at the close 
that market was firm and net 2 to 4 points 
higher Whereas Enrope was an early seller 
here, late orders went to the bull side and helped 
to strengthen the market. Fear of a very un- 
favorable weekly crop-weather report and that 

week's condition statement by the bureau 
show a loss to below the figure for the 
same time last year, undermined much short 
cotton. Many stop orders were reached on the 
late rise, which carried January to 8.14. There 
were a few very slight reactions, but’ these were 
quickly follewed by fresh bull spurts and a high- 
er ruling of values than before. Around the 
opening the scalping el2ment took the bear side 
for a turn, ‘on the theory that a reaction was 
due, inasmuch as prices were up some 60 points, 
with the short accounts fairly well covered and 
much long cotton of a scattering type accumulat- 
ed in weak hands. However, tnis class of trad- 
ers soon changed their tactics and swung over 
to the bull side. The market at the close was 
firm and net 10 to 19 points higher. Total sales 
were by far the largest in months, estimated at 
600,000 bales, of which the bulk was in the Win- 
ter months.

POLIGEMAN’S FIGHT 
WITH MURDEROUS GANG 


Bag of Coal Thrown on His Face 
as He Lay on the Ground. 


Attempt Made to Turn His Revolver 
Against Him—He Held on to Pris- 
oner in Struggle with Twen- 
ty Men. 


A ove of husky descendants of the old 
families of ‘‘ Corcoran’s roost,’”’ who have 
passed down in local history as earlier 
advocates of the strenuous life, attempted 
yesterday to revive the reputation of the 
‘“‘roost”’ along the same line, by “ doing 
up” a policeman, which was the favorite 
pastime in the years gone by.

In the last month 
Policemen Casey and Tierney, both of the 
East Thirty-fifth Street Station, have been 
assaulted by these roughs, and Tierney is 
still on sick leave as a result, and ef- 
forts were made by Capt. Delaney to break 
up the gang.

‘Gilmore, you're my prisoner, and 
going to take you to the station hous 
shoot my way through, Now, I warn 
I don’t want to commit murder, 
shoot to kill.”’ 

As he tried to push his way through, the 
gang jumped on him and tried to take his 
revolver They got only the leather cuse, 
and the policeman held his pistol, but he 
was penned in so closely that his hand was 
grasped, and the muzzle of the weapon was 
turned pointing at his own breast. They 
attempted to pull the trigger, but the 
liceman prevented them. 

Meanwhile a telephone message was sent 
to Police Headquarters from a near-by 
brewery, and the reserves, in charge cf 
Capt. Delaney, arrived to the rescue. Cun- 
ningham, chased by a number of poiice- 
men, ran east through Thirty-eighth 
Street, and dived off the pier into the Kast 
River.

Inspector Cross, the first witness, said 
the police had no idea that the funeral 
would be so large until about 10:30 on the 
day it occurred. Had he imagined that 
there were to be 100,000 men in line he 
could have had 750 policemen on hand. 
“We never had any trouble before,’ said 
the Inspector. ‘‘ Had there been no inter- 
ference at Hoe’s factory, I think the po- 
licemen present would have been suffi- 
cient." 

**Do you think the clubbing justifiable? ” 
asked Mr. Marshall. 

“I can't say that,’’ replied the Inspector. 
‘I arrived at the scene at 1:30 o'clock, and 
heard no complaints of clubbing thenr.. I 
don’t think it justifiable for policemen to 
club a crowd if the people are orderly and 
obey instructions to move on. If they are 
riotous, heroic action should be taken.” 

Inspector Cross added that he was in- 
clined to the belief that the riot was the 
result of a premeditated attack on the lloe 
Building, made because those who had 
known of previous interferences from the 
factory employes had come armed with 
stones as a measure of protection,

DR. MORSE’S SERMON. 


He Declares His Deliverance Was In- 
spired by the “ General Un-Amer- 
ican Spirit” of To-day. 


Numerous congratulatory messages 

terday were received by the Rev. Dr. Frank 
Rogers Morse, associate pastor of the Cal- 
Baptist Church, of which the Rev. 
MacArthur pastor, upon the ser- 
by Dr. Morse on Sunday 
assailed, among other 
things, the Roman Catholic Church. He 
that the press of the country was 
dominated by Catholic interests. 

Dr. Morse was asked yesterday by a re- 
porter for THE Nrw YORK TIMEs to state 
what the special occasion for his preaching 
that sermon at this time was, and if it 
represented the views of Dr. MacArthur, 
who is now lecturing tour in Ohio. 


* Dr. MacArthur agrees with me on what 
I said about Romanism. As to my other 
views, they are my own. I do not assume 
to speak for Dr. MacArthur. I know a 
great deal about the Roman Church, and I 
do know that it is a most un-American in- 
stitution and that it is dcing everything 
possible to undermine American institu- 
tions. 

‘I said that the press is dominated by 
Romanism because the press is afraid 
speak out on these subjects. Why will not 
the press indorse what I said last night? 
Because they are afraid to. Romanism is 
besieging President Roosevelt. Gov. Taft's 
mission was purely a bid for votes. 

‘*My sermon was inspired by the general 
un-American spirit that seems to pervade 
this country to-day. This coal strikeis un-

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RESCUED TWO WOMEN 
FROM BLAZING BUILDING 


Policeman Carried Them to Safety 
Down Fire Escapes. 


Two Firemen Injured While Fighting 
Flames That Destroyed a Pack- 
ing Case Factory. 


Two firemen were injured, two women 
rescued, about forty employes driven to 
the street in panic, and dafnage to the 
amount of $50,000 dene in a fire which 
started early last night in the four-story 
plant of the Perfecta Packing Case Com- 
pany at 504 and 506 West Fourteenth Street 
and destroyed the building. 

The injured firemen, Joseph H. Banks 
and Thomas Leonard of Engine Company 
No. were able to resume their work 
after treatment by an ambulance surgeon 
of the New York Hospital. Banks was 
severely burned about the neck and right 
side of his face, while Leonard received a 


cut on the head from a piece of glass, 
William E. Barnes, President of the com- 


pany, and his family, consisting of wife 
and young daughter, have living apart- 
ments on the second floor of the building. 
The fire started on the top floor, and was 
first discovered when Joseph Schlosser of 
dll West Fourteenth Street saw flames 
shooting through the roof. He notified 
Policeman Shay of the West Twentieth 
Street Station, who sent in an alarm from 
the box at Fifteenth Street and Tenth 
Avenue. 

Shay then returned to the scene of the 
fire. He ran into the building and found 
President Barnes at work in the general 
offices on the first floor, knowing nothing 
about the fire. The alarm was given to 
the employes at work in different parts of 
the building, and they hurried to the street. 

The policeman then was told that Mr. 
Barnes's wife was in the family’s living 
apartments on the second floor. He went 
up, and there found Mrs. Barnes asleep on 
a couch in her room. He wakened her and 
the woman became hysterical. Shay picked 
her up, smashed out a window opening onto 
the fire escape on the Fourteenth Street 
side of the building, and carried her down 
to the street. Her head was slightly cut by 
falling glass, 

On the third floor 
Florence Burgess, a young colored wo- 
man employed as a nurse by the Barnes 
family. When the alarm of fire was given 
she became frightened, and instead of going 
down stairs ran up to the third floor. She 
Was seen at a front window, and appeared 


to be about to jump. A number of men 
cried out to her to wait, as she would be 
iaken down, while others secured a piece 
of broad canvas and held it ready in case 
she should jump. Meanwhile Shay was 
climbing up the fire escape, and he took 
the woman through the window and car- 
ried her in safety to the street. 

To the east of the factory is the yard of 
the Shannon Lumber Company, where 
many thousand feet of lumber are 
stored. Consequently three alarms were 
turned in, and Acting Chief Purroy took 
charge of the work. The police reserves 
from the West Twentieth and Charles 
Street Stations were also hurried to the 
scene to drive back the great crowd that 
had gathered. 

At 008 West Fourteenth Street, just west 
of the factory, is the boarding stable of C. 
Cc. Hartig. He had about fifteen big truck 
horses stabled there. These became panic 
stricken from the dense smoke that rolled 
down and filled the stable, and many broke 
away from their fastenings. It was con- 
sidered best to liberate all of them, and 
they were turned loose in the street. Three 
of them, crazed by fright, ran back into 
the stable, and the stable men had a hard 
time to drive them out. Later all were 
rounded up and put in their stalls.

PETER DE LACY’S NEW PLAN.

Post Office Authorities Hold Wagers in 
Stamped Envelopes Are Not 
Mail Matter Per Se. 


According to Chief Post Office Inspector 
Swift, the postal authorities will not inter- 
fere with Peter De Lacy’s new plan of 
placing stamps on letters, or “ paying the 
Government 2 cents upon each wager made 
for protection,’’ as one of Mr. De Lacy’s 
admirers explained it. 

“As I understand the matter,’ said. Mr. 
Swift yesterday, ‘“‘a stamp is placed on 
each letter, the letter sealed and placed in 
a box. It all hinges upon that box or the 
place where the letter is deposited. So far 
as I can see, none of the postal laws have 
been violated, and until we receive a com- 
plaint we shall not interfere, as we have 
plenty of work on hand to care for the 
legitimate complaints received daily. 

“Strictly speaking, that letter does not 


come within the jurisdiction of the postal 
authorities until it is deposited in a box or 
place designated by the Postmaster General 
or his subordinates. As I am informed, 
these letters are deposited in a box in the 
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alleged poolroom. That is not designated 
by proper authority for mail matter, and it 
is therefore not mail matter. In my opin- 
ion, if arrested by the State authorities, the 
fact that the order to Iay the wager was 
made in a stamped letter, although it be 
sealed and directed, would not be a valid 
defense.”’

WIFe’s FORGERIES IN SEPARATION SUIT.— 
Extravagance and forgery by a wife is not 
such cruel and inhuman treatment, or con- 
duct rendering it unsafe for the husbana 
to live with the wife, will warrant a 
court in granting the husband a separa- 
tion. The Monroe County Special Term 
of the Supreme Court refused to grant 
Simon J. Weaver a limited divorce from 
Alice M. Weaver, and the judgment has 
been affirmed by the Fourth Appellate 
Division. Mr. Weaver is a hardware mer- 
chant of Rochester, N. Y., and has been to 
court before, having been sued because of 
his wife’s extravagances by Mr. Wana- 
maker of Philadelphia. [A ‘‘ Legal Note” 
of that case was published in THE TIMES 
of Aug. 8.] Mrs. Weaver, as alleged, forged 
her husband's name to paper, aggregat- 
ing in amount about $11,700. Most of the 
were, however, paid by her. or by 
some one for her. A lawyer, named Davis, 
who had been an accommodation indorser 
for Mrs. Weaver, finally had his name 
forged, and then she was indicted. Mr. 
Weaver swore that his annual income was 
only $2,000, and that out of that he gave 
his wife $1,500. It was shown, however, 
that he and Mrs. Weaver maintained 
country cottage and lived together in 
style unwarranted by his Income. They 
kept a horse and a carriage, and their 
mode of life was that of fashionable people 
of affluence. While Mr. Weaver protested 
against his wife’s extravagances for- 
geries there was interruption their

The unfounded charge 
of unchastity, cruel beating of her chil- 
dren without provocation, and in her pres- 
ence, and for the purpose of tormenting 
her, and acts which indicated a studied 
and persistent attempt by the husband to 
render her life unbearable, have been made 
the basis of the decree, although no actual 
violence to he r was proven. In every case, 
however, there were assaults or infamous 
charges made, born of a malevolent spirit 
against the wife. Hatred and a desire to 
maltreat her inspired the conduct com- 
plained of. The defendant's mm®deeds were 
not within this category. There is nothing 
to show loss of affection for the plaintiff; 
there is nothing to show that she intended 
to treat him cruelly or inhumsaniy. Wemay 
not extenuate her crime, but there was no 
unfaithfulness to her husband intended. I 
find no case which holds the fact the wife 
has committed a crime, or been convicted 
of felony, warrants a decree relieving 
the husband from caring for her. The re- 
lation of a husband and wife is a sacred 
one, and may not me lightly torn asunder, 
and certainly only for the grounds which 
the statutes provide. Public policy re- 
quires that he bear the burden he has as- 
sumed, unless he can show clearly that 
he ought to be relieved therefrom. The fact 
that the defendant in their lavish mode of 
living exceeded the allowance awarded her 
by the plaintiff, and without authority 
made purchases at the stores, and pledged 
his credit therefor, certainly does’ not con- 
stitute cruel and inhuman treatment.

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DEALERS TO ADVANCE 
COAL PRICES AGAIN 


President Baer Coming to Opera- 
tors’ Weekly Conference. 


Anthracite Dealer, Just Returned from 
Reading District, Says All Depends 
on Mitchell’s Success in Get- 
ting Contributions. 


J. Pierpont Morgan reached his office 
at noon yesterday and left at 3:30 P. M. 
without seeing any committee in reference 
to the strike of the coal miners. Mr. Mor- 
gan simply waved his hand in dissent to a 
group of reporters, who wanted to talk to 
his as he was leaving, and drove rapidly 
away in his carriage. 

There was a report that D. J. McCarthy, 
Matthew Long, and Henry Silverman of the 
Executive Committee of the People’s Al- 
liance of Hazleton, Penn., were in this 
city to see Mr. Morgan and plead for a 
settlement of the coal strike. If they were 
here they could not be found at any of the 
hotels where labor delegates usually stay, 
and it was considered doubtful whether 
they were in town. Three men called at 
Mr. Morgan's office before he came down 
town, but did not see him, and it was de- 
nied there that they came from Hazleton 
or had anything to do with the coal strike. 

These three men were responsible for a 
rumor that President Mitchell of the 
United Mine Workers was in New York. 
This rumor could not be verified. Mitchell 
was to have spoken last night at a picnic 
to be given in aid of the striking coal 
miners in Newark, N. J., but it was learned 
later that he would send T. D. Nichols, one 
of the district Presidents of the United 
Mine Workers, Nichols was to 
have gone direct Wilkesbarre to 
Newark. 

None of the Presidents of the coal-carry- 
ing roads was willing yesterday to talk of 
the coal strike except to say that the situa- 
tion was unchanged and that the expected 
break had not occurred yet. Regarding the 
possibility of Mr. Morgan's interference in 
the strike, a representative of the Lacka- 
wanna Road said: 

‘There is no reason that I can see why 
Mr. Morgan should interfere. In fact, I am 
positive that he won't interfere.’ 

President Baer of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad will be in town to-day 
on his regular weekly visit to this city. It 
was said that the conference which he 
holds every Tuesday afternoon at 143 Lib- 
erty Street with the other Presidents of 
the coal roads will be of unusual import- 
ance this afternoon. The independent op- 
erators wel] as the Presidents of the 
companies will be represented. 

The Retail Coal Dealers’ Committee of Five 
will meet before Friday to arrange a new 
schedule, further advancing the retail price 
of coal.” This advance will go into effect 
on Monday, and will bring the schedule 
price of domestic sizes up to $11 a ton. 
This, some of the dealers say, will by no 
means indicate the prices coal will be sold 
for in some cases. as several lots were sold 
for $12 a ton yesterday. A prominent coal 
dealer who has just returned from a visit 
to the Reading district said that the ques- 
tion of the miners returning to work will 
depend altogether on 
success in obtaining contributions. 

‘“‘A number of the strikers told me frank- 
ly,’ he continued, “ that if the contribu- 
tions are not forthcoming they will return 
to work. They eould get along on $2.50 a 
week by letting their rent lie over and only 
buying the necessities of life. It would take 
about $250,000 a week to keep them, and 
that seems to be an impossible sum as mat- 
ters look now.”’ 

With regard to the supply of coal, he 
said that the smaller sizes of steam coal, 
such as pea and buck, were more plentiful 
now than they have been for several weeks. 
It was likely that the prices of these sizes 
would be a little easier. 

“At the Reading washery,”’ he 
“about 1,000 tons of this coal is turned 
out daily. The men employed are labor- 
ers and not miners, but they go armed all 
the same. Domestic sizes are, however, 
growing scarcer and dearer.” 

He estimated that the coal carrying com- 
panies still were holding an aggregate of 
500,000 tons of domestic sizes of coal. This 
supply would probably not be released until 
the strike was over. 

There are about 200 members in the Re- 
tail Coal Dealers’ Association, and on an 
average, it was said, they have laid off be- 
tween two and three clerks in every office 
since the strike, owing to slackness of 
trade. Besides these dealers, there is an 
army of independent dealers, great and 
small. 

Charles A. Moore of Manning, Maxwell & 
Moore, 85 Liberty Street, a member of ‘the 
Executive Committee of the National Civic 
Federation, who has been out of town for 
two months and who returned yesterday, 
said that he knew nothing of the coal situa- 
tion or of any attempt to arbitrate the 
strike. 

Russell Sage was seen but would express 
no opinion regarding the strike. He was 
asked whether Mr. Morgan could bring 
about a settlement, and replied that he 
probably could if he tried. 
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CHILD KILLED BY A CAR. 


Let Go of His Brother’s Hand and Ran 
Upon the Tracks on Lexing- 
ton Avenue. 


James E. Campbell, a four-year-old col- 
orde boy living at 213 East Ninety-seventh 
Street, wus instantly killed by a Lexington 
Avenue trolley car at Ninety-seventh Street 
yesterday afternoon. 

The child was out for a walk with his 
seven-year-old brother John. The older boy 
saw the car coming and drew back to wait 
until it passed, but little James let go of 
his hand and started across the track di- 
rectly in front of the car. Michael Pat- 
well, the motorman, saw the child and 
frantically applied the brake. It was too 
late. The child was struck and knocked 
down and rolled under the wheels. 

The motorman, who lives at 170 East One
